Chief among our anchor offerings is the Andre Constantine Dimitriadis Collection, a truly extraordinary holding 
painstakingly assembled over three decades by a globe-trotting California gentleman of Greco-Turkish descent. A 
man clearly steeped in the Greek, Roman, and Byzantine cultural heritage of his native land, the late Mr. Dimitriadis 
built his collection with patience and connoisseurship, taking advantage of the unique opportunities created by the 
auction sales of many important collections in the 1980s, 1990s, and early 2000s. These included the Hunt, Phillips, 
McLendon and Dreesmann Collections, from which he cherry picked coins of unparalleled historical importance, 
astonishing beauty, and superb condition. His Greek coins represent a pleasing general survey of the field, with a 
focus on the coinage of Asia Minor. However, it is Roman and Byzantine gold coins — more than 800 altogether — that 
were his true passion. Heritage is honored to have been chosen by his Estate, and his daughters Julia and Christina, 
to bring this matchless collection to market. The Dimitriadis Collection of Roman gold coins — more than 200 aurei 
and solidi from Julius Caesar (49-44 BC) to arguably the last “Roman” Emperor, Anastasius (AD 491-518), forms the 
heart of our special session entitled Imperial Gold I: The Roman Empire. This comes at the beginning of Session 
Il and promises to be quite an event! Imperial Gold Il: The Byzantine Empire will be offered in our Fall Auction of 
World and Ancient Coins in New York City, September 13-17. 


It is rare that a single auction contains two “anchor” collections, yet our CICF offering is doubly blessed by selections 
from the collection of Dr. Patrick Tan, a renowned Singaporean physician who has been one of the world’s most avid 
collectors of ancient coins over the past decade. Heritage has previously offered many outstanding world coins from 
Dr. Tan's vast holdings; on this occasion we proudly present a broad selection of important Judean, Greek and Roman 
coins, including a spectacular run of Roman sestertii tracing the complex and often violent clash of cultures between 
the Roman and Jewish people. Chief among these are an exceptionally rare PAX AVGVSTI sestertius of Vespasian (lot 
23929), several amazing IVDAEA CAPTA sestertii of the same ruler (lots 23930, 23931, 23933), and the celebrated 
Colosseum sestertius of Titus (lot 23942).

While the types of this gold stater issue of Colophon conform to the 
norm for Philip II (359-336 BC), the magnificent obverse die of this 
late posthumous issue of Colophon bears a portrait of “Apollo” that 
is quite distinctive and clearly depicts a real person. Comparison 
with the coins of Lysimachus and surviving portrait sculpture 
leaves no doubt the portrait represents Alexander III the Great 
himself. The issue seems intended to legitimize the patchwork 
Macedonian regime put together by Alexander’s generals after his 
death in Babylon under the figurehead rulers Philip III Arrhidaeus, 
Alexander’s slow-witted half-brother, and the infant Alexander 
IV, his posthumously born son. As such the “Philip” named on the 
reverse should probably be seen as referring to Arrhidaeus rather 
than the traditional attribution to Philip II.

Alexander the Great’s meteoric 13-year career of conquest left the 
classical world profoundly transformed by the time of his prema- 
ture death in 323 BC. In the immediate aftermath, Alexander’s 
generals carved up his immense new empire into spheres of influ- 
ence, although maintaining the fiction of a unified leadership. 
Territorial disputes soon led to civil wars, with the rival warlords 
contending for supreme power. Chief among these was Lysimachus, 
who at various times controlled Thrace, Macedon and much of 
Asia Minor. For the obverse of his silver his coinage, Lysimachus 
claimed the mantle of Alexander by choosing the image of the 
conqueror himself, now shown as a god wearing the ram’s horn of 
the Greco-Egyptian deity Ammon.

Andre Constantine Dimitriadis Collection 
of Roman Gold Coins 


The Andre Constantine Dimitriadis Collection of Roman gold coins comprises 
more than 200 aurei and solidi from the rule of Julius Caesar (49-44 BC) to the 
reign of Anastasius (AD 491-518), and forms the heart of this special section. It is 
certainly one of the largest and most comprehensive offerings of Roman gold to 
have been offered in the United States in recent memory. The late Mr. Dimitriadis, 
a Californian of Greek descent, built his collection between 1985 and 2012, mainly 
through important public auctions such as the Nelson Bunker Hunt and William 
Herbert Hunt sales by Sotheby’s (early 1990s), the McLendon Collection sale by 
Christie's (1993), and the Dreesmann Collection sale by Spink & Sons (2000). Many 
of the coins in the Dimitriadis Collection are plate coins in important reference 
works such as The Roman Aurei by Xavier Calico and thus represent a unique 
opportunity to acquire coins with documented pedigrees, in some cases 


back to the late 1800s. 


By special arrangement with Heritage, all of the Dimitriadis gold coins have been 
examined, graded and provided with a Photo Certificate by Numismatic Guaranty 
Corporation (NGC), which will be included with all the Dimitriadis lots. If the 
winning bidder wishes to have the coins encapsulated by NGC, we will make 
the submission on their behalf at no further expense to the buyer.

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar who might have ended 
up as his successor in power, had events taken a different turn. An 
experienced soldier, he served as one of Caesar's legates in Gaul 
from about 54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey in 50 BC. He 
served Caesar loyally during the Civil War against Pompey and 
his successors 48-45 BC and was appointed as Caesar’s mint- 
master in Rome in 46 BC, when he struck the first truly large 
issue of gold aurei from the spoils of Caesar’s campaigns. These 
aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic veiled female head on the 
obverse, were used to pay Caesar’s soldiers after the great tri- 
umphal parade. After Caesar’s assassination, Hirtius initially 
supported Mark Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 BC, 
he raised an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero and 
Octavian. His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, 
but Hirtius was killed in the fighting; his consular colleague Pansa 
died days later, leaving Octavian and Antony masters of Rome. 
Modern historians owe Hirtius a debt of gratitude for preserving 
and editing Caesar’s Commentaries on the Gallic and Civil Wars. 


While the Hirtius aurei in the name of Caesar are not rare, they are 
only rarely seen in high grade, and almost never in the Choice Mint 
State grade assigned to this extraordinary piece by NGC.

This intriguing gold aureus belongs to the 12 months immedi- 
ately following the assassination of Julius Caesar, which produced 
a chaotic situation in Rome when the Senate briefly regained its 
preeminence and a host of unlikely alliances were formed and 
broken up. Octavian, Caesar’s young heir, allied himself with 
Cicero and the Senate against Mark Antony, who following the 
end of his Consulship on January 1, 43 BC took an army north to 
attack Decimus Albinus Brutus, one of the assassins, who had been 
appointed by the Senate as governor of Cisalpine Gaul. The new 
Consuls Hirtius and Pansa, in turn, raised a Senatorial army and 
set off to attack Antony, ostensibly with Octavian's support. Lucius 
Cestius and Gaius Norbanus, both Caesarians and supporters of 
Octavian, were elected Praetors for 43 BC and ordered the striking 
of this issue of gold aurei to pay the Senatorial soldiers. The obverse 
female bust on this type is variously described as Venus or the 
Cumaean Sibyl; the latter seems more likely as depicting Venus (the 
legendary progenitor of the Julian clan) would have shown sympa- 
thy for the Caesarean cause. The Sibyl was a legendary prophetess 
whose poetical pronouncements, codified in three books kept at 
the Temple of Jupiter on Capitoline Hill, were consulted in times of 
crisis. During the Second Punic War (218-201 BC), the prophecies 
were consulted and found to recommend that a cult be established 
at Rome for the Phrygian mother goddess Cybele. The reverse 
depicts Cybele in a chariot pulled by lions.

This is the second type issued by the Senatorial forces opposed to 
Marc Antony, depicting a bust of Africa. Two of the new Senatorial 
legions were raised in Africa, reflected by the personification on 
the obverse. The curule chair on the reverse reflects the authority 
of the Consuls and Praetors. The alliance between Octavian and 
Senate would proved short-lived and the latter’s renewed authority 
was swept away when Octavian, Antony and Lepidus formed the 
Second Triumvirate.

Spectacular Cassius Aureus

Shakespeare depicts the “lean and hungry” Cassius as the primary 
ringleader in the conspiracy against Julius Caesar, motivated more 
by envy than by any love of liberty. The Bard gets the basic facts 
right, but omits the details of Cassius’ colorful career. Born into 
a senatorial family but lacking any real talent for politics, Gaius 
Cassius Longinus found soldiering more to his liking and joined the 
triumvir Crassus on his doomed expedition against the Parthians 
in 53 BC. Cassius managed to rescue himself and a handful of 
others from the massacre and escaped to Roman Syria, where he 
remained for another two years ably defending the province from 
Parthian attack. He returned to Rome as a war hero in 51 BC and 
fell in with the Pompeian faction, serving as tribune and com- 
mander of Pompey’s fleet during the civil war of 49-48 BC. After 
Pompey’s defeat and death, Cassius accepted a pardon from Caesar 
and loyally served him for the next four years. Cassius had a high 
opinion of himself and perhaps hoped to attain supreme power once 
Caesar retired, but it soon became apparent the dictator had no 
intention of stepping down. Thus, Cassius suborned his close friend 
Marcus Junius Brutus and several other senators into a conspiracy, 
and he was one of the first to plunge his dagger into Caesar on the 
Ides of March, 44 BC. After fleeing Rome with the other conspira- 
tors, Cassius returned to Syria and commandeered several crack 
legions and a fleet, which he used to attack and pillage the wealthy 
island of Rhodes in order to procure gold for the approaching civil 
war. He joined forces with Brutus in 42 BC and the two marched 
into Thrace to meet the pro-Caesarian legions led by Mark Antony 
and Octavian. Though their army outnumbered the Caesarians, 
Cassius and Brutus seemed oddly fatalistic and made a suicide pact 
should either meet defeat or capture. At the first clash at Philippi 
in early October, Cassius suffered a reverse and rashly fell on his 
sword before he could be told that Brutus had counterattacked and 
saved the day. Demoralized by his friend’s death, Brutus was easily 
defeated three weeks later and took his own life. 


This rare and remarkable gold aureus was struck for Cassius by his 
lieutenant M. Aquinius, most likely at Sardis in Asia Minor. The 
head of Liberty on the obverse reflects the Republican party line 
against supporters of the dead tyrant Caesar

The refined portrait of Mark Antony on this rare aureus is remark- 
able for a coin struck at a military mint; likely it was struck while 
Antony was in residence in Ephesus (prior to his famous meeting 
with Cleopatra) and benefited from the presence of outstanding 
Greek artisans. The allusion to Pietas on the reverse is likely a 
reference to Mark Antony's brother, Lucius Antony, who bore the 
cognomen Pietas. Lucius was entering into his first Consulship in 
41 BC and would soon team up with Antony's ferocious wife Fulvia 
to initiate a civil war against his erstwhile Triumviral partner, 
Octavian. The stork pictured at the feet of the goddess is also a 
symbol of familial piety and was no doubt intended to express 
hopes for a successful term of office for Lucius.

The naval trophy depicted on the reverse of this rare and beauti- 
ful aureus celebrates the two great naval victories that secured 
Octavian's bid for supreme power— off Naulochus Cape near Sicily 
over the “pirate king” Sextus Pompey in 36 BC, and over his rival 
triumvir Mark Antony and his Egyptian consort Cleopatra VII at 
Actium in 31 BC. The image on the obverse is likely that of Diana 
Siciliensis, an image of the huntress goddess worshipped on Sicily, 
and thus a further allusion to the defeat of Sextus Pompey.

Augustus large “bull coinage’ strike at the Gallic mint of Lugdunum 
came at a time of aggressive expansion for the regime. The bull 
is a visual reference to the city of Thurium in Lucania, to which 
Octavian’s household had a strong connection. While serving as 
Praetor, the father of Octavian, Gaius Octavius, led Roman forces 
to victory over a band of rebel slaves near Thurium in 60 BC. 
Probably in commemoration of this Victory, Octavius bestowed on 
his then three-year-old son the cognomen Thurinus. Octavius died 
the following year and young Octavian soon dropped Thurinus 
from his name completely, but after his rise to power he recalled 
the familial connection by using a charging bull (the type used by 
Thurium in its Greek coinage of previous centuries) in its imagery.

After the death of his favorite nephew Marcellus. Augustus turned 
his hopes for the succession to the young Gaius and Lucius Caesars, 
his grandsons via his daughter Julia and his close friend Marcus 
Agrippa. Gaius was born in 20 BC and Lucius three years later. 
Augustus formally adopted them both and gave them an acceler- 
ated progress up the cursus honorum, or ladder of public offices. 
There are hints that being showered with honors and adulation may 
have gone to their heads, but history will never know whether their 
reigns would have been superior to what did come after Augustus, 
for they both suffered untimely ends. Lucius fell ill during a state 
visit to Gaul and died in Massalia in AD 2. Two years later, Gaius 
suffered a wound during a skirmish with the Parthians on the 
eastern frontier and died in Lycia.

This handsome aureus is usually attributed on stylistic grounds to 
the important mint city of Pergamum in Asia Minor, circa 19-18 
BC, during Augustus’ tour of the east. The striking anepigraphic 
reverse type depicts the sphinx, a mythological Egyptian creature, 
sometimes winged (as seen here), with a human head and leonine 
body. This image was initially used by Augustus as his personal 
signet, but was later replaced with the head of Alexander the 
Great because of the sphinx’s association with Egypt, and hence 
Cleopatra.

After the Varian disaster in AD 9, Tiberius 
abruptly and rushed north with newly raised legions to restore 
the situation. Bitter fighting over a two-year period stabilized the 
Rhine frontier, and Tiberius was able to return to Rome in AD 12 
to receive a long-delayed Triumph, described by Suetonius: “Before 
turning to enter the Capitol, he dismounted from his chariot and 
fell at the knees of his father (i.e. Augustus), who was presiding over 
the ceremonies.” The scene of Tiberius in his triumphal quadriga 
was widely depicted on coins, gems, and other visual arts, all of 
which helped to solidify his position as Augustus’ heir.

This reverse type has a dual purpose: It celebrates the recovery of 
the legionary standards lost to the Parthians through the disastrous 
campaigns of Crassus (53 BC) and Mark Antony (36 BC), and also 
celebrates Augustus natal sign of Capricorn. Augustus recovered 
the standards in 20 BC through diplomacy backed by military 
muscle. According to Suetonius, Gaius Octavius, later known as 
Augustus, was born the morning of September 23, 63 BC, under the 
sign of Capricorn. Later in life, he placed great stress on his natal 
sign, as related in this account by Suetonius: “In his retirement at 
Apollonia (a Greek colony in Illyria), Augustus went with his friend 
Agrippa to visit Theogenes the astrologer in his gallery on the roof. 
Agrippa, who first consulted the fates, had great and almost incred- 
ible things predicted of him. Augustus therefore did not wish to 
make known his nativity, and persisted for some time in the refusal, 
from a mixture of shame and fear, lest his own fate should be 
predicted as inferior to that of Agrippa. When Augustus had been 
persuaded, however, after much importunity, to declare his nativ- 
ity, Theogenes started up from his seat and paid him adoration. 
Not long afterwards, Augustus was so confident of the greatness 
of his destiny that he published his horoscope, and struck a silver 
coin bearing the image of Capricorn, the sign under which he was 
born.” While Capricorn was indeed a common motif on Augustus’ 
silver denarius, it is much rarer on his gold issues.

The son of Augustus’ wife Livia by her previous marriage to a 
member of the aristocratic Claudian family, Tiberius Claudius 
Nero was born in 42 BC in the last days of the Roman Republic. His 
path to supreme power was too circuitous to relate here, but upon 
the death of Augustus in AD 14, Tiberius was a weary 54-year-old 
who didn’t truly want the job of emperor anymore. Nevertheless, 
Tiberius’ first years as emperor went fairly smoothly, marred only 
by the death of the popular Germanicus in AD 19. Still, Tiberius 
longed to leave the hubbub of Rome behind. He attempted to 
retire in stages, giving more and more power to his unscrupulous 
Praetorian Prefect Sejanus, who plotted the arrests and murders 
of nearly the whole Julio-Claudian family. Heartsick and tired of 
intrigues, Tiberius retired permanently to the luxurious island 
retreat of Capri in AD 27, allowing Sejanus to run wild and destroy 
himself by overreaching. Tiberius died embittered and unloved 
in AD 37, leaving the succession to his deranged nephew Gaius 
‘Caligula,’ perhaps as a cruel joke on the Roman people. It is unlike- 
ly he ever knew about the most momentous event of his reign, the 
ministry and crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea. 


Like Tiberius himself, his coinage was intensely conservative, with 
only a single precious metal type in use for almost the entirety of his 
23-year reign. The reverse depicts his mother Livia in the guise of 
the goddess Pax, holding an olive branch and scepter.

In 1894 or 1895, excavators working on a Roman villa near the 
buried city of Pompeii unearthed an amazing treasure trove that 
included silver table vessels of incredible beauty and more than 
1,000 gold aurei. The intense heat from the volcanic ash, lava and 
pyroclastic flows from the eruption of Vesuvius left nearly all of 
the gold coins with a distinctive reddish discoloration which has 
come to be known as “Boscoreale toning.” Although it is known that 
the hoard consisted of coins from all the reigns up to and includ- 
ing AD 78, no formal records were made of the hoard before it 
was dispersed to local museums and coin collectors. Although it is 
impossible to tell for certain whether any particular coin was from 
the Boscoreale Hoard, the presence of deep reddish toning on an 
aureus dating to before the eruption is regarded as highly suggestive 
that the coin was from this hoard, or was found elsewhere in the 
vicinity of Pompeii or Herculaneum.

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The son of the great general Drusus and Antonia, niece of Augustus, 
Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed well-positioned for greatness 
when he was born at Lugdunum, Gaul in 10 BC. But a serious child- 
hood illness left him with a limp, a stammer, and other uncouth 
qualities that made him the black sheep of the Julio-Claudian 
dynasty. While these problems barred him from a political career, 
such exclusion also granted him immunity from the family’s mur- 
derous intrigues and he managed to survive the bloody reigns of 
his uncle Tiberius and nephew Caligula while most of his rela- 
tions perished. Upon Caligula’s assassination in January, AD 41, 
Claudius was the sole surviving Julio-Claudian male and, when 
members of the Praetorian Guard found him cowering behind a 
curtain in the palace, they acclaimed him as Emperor. Claudius 
astutely awarded the Praetorians a substantial bonus, and with 
10,000 heavily armed soldiers backing him, he easily forced the 
Senate to accept him. Once installed in power, Claudius surprised 
everyone by ruling with intelligence and moderation. In AD 43, he 
ordered the invasion and annexation of Britain, the first major 
addition of territory to the Empire since the days of Augustus. He 
chose provincial governors carefully and managed foreign relations 
with considerable skill. The unusual personification of Constantia 
(steadiness, courage, steadfastness) on the reverse of this beautiful 
gold aureus was first used on Claudius’ first gold coinage in AD 
41 and revived in several subsequent years. It no doubt contrasts 
his even-handed rule with the capriciousness of his predecessor 
Caligula.

As Emperor, Claudius erred mainly in his atrocious taste in women. 
Messalina, his promiscuous third wife, ran wild as Empress and 
nearly brought down his regime in AD 48. His next wife, Agrippina 
the Younger, used her wiles to enhance her own power and advance 
Nero, her son by a previous marriage, in the succession arrange- 
ments. This done, she fed Claudius a dish of poisoned mushrooms 
in October, AD 54 and brought his 13-year reign to an end. 
Agrippina was given extraordinary prominence on the coinage 
during Claudius’ reign, as evidenced by this aureus.

Nero’s name has become synonymous with decadent, depraved 
tyranny. It is surprising, then, that the first five years of his reign 
were looked upon as a golden age of wise, moderate government. 
Nero began life in AD 37 as the doted-upon son of Agrippina Junior, 
sister of the emperor Caligula, by her first husband, the senator Cn. 
Domitius Ahenobarbus. His childhood and adolescence advanced 
amid a backdrop of scandals, coups, plots and executions endemic 
to the Imperial family. In AD 49, Agrippina married her uncle, the 
emperor Claudius, and she immediately began pushing Nero to the 
fore in the succession. Having made the necessary arrangements, 
Agippina poisoned Claudius and Nero duly became emperor at the 
tender age of 17. At first true power resided in his mother’s hands, 
but within a few months Nero's able advisors, the philosopher 
Seneca and the praetorian prefect Burrus, had pushed Agrippina 
aside and seized the reigns of government. They proved excellent 
rulers, allowing the Senate a large consulting role, keeping finances 
in check and managing provincial affairs with restraint.

The Temple of Janus was one of the oldest structures in the Roman 
Forum.

Nero’s public standing plummeted in AD 64, when a great fire swept 
Rome and he exploited the disaster to build an opulent palace, the 
Golden House. An attempt to deflect blame for the fire onto the 
Christians led to the first great persecution, but failed to improve 
his flagging popularity. Conspiracies began to flourish, which Nero 
attempted to quash with bloody proscriptions and random terror. 
But when the armies of Gaul and Spain rose in revolt in AD 68, 
Nero realized his days were numbered. He attempted to flee, but 
soon realized he had nowhere to seek refuge. Abandoned by all 
his supporters, declared a public enemy by the Senate, he finally 
screwed up enough courage to stab himself in the throat, ending his 
own life at the age of 31 and bringing the Julio-Claudian dynasty to 
an end.

Servius Sulpicius Galba was born in 3 BC and soon displayed a 
gift for cultivating the right friends. During his early manhood, he 
enjoyed the favor of the emperors Augustus, Tiberius and Caligula, 
as well as the empress Livia, whose bequest of 500,000 sesterces 
helped launch his public career. Elected consul in AD 33, he served 
as governor in Germany and Africa before, late in life, accepting 
Nero's appointment as proconsul of Nearer Spain. This came as 
Nero's popularity was plummeting in Rome, and the aristocracy 
began looking toward the prestige-laden Galba for leadership. In 
March of AD 68, Vindex, governor of Gaul, rose in revolt and 
offered to support Galba as the new ruler. Two months later, Nero's 
regime collapsed and, at the age of 70, Galba found himself hailed 
as emperor, the first from outside the Julio-Claudian family. He 
made his way back to Rome and embarked on an austerity program 
to restore the state’s finances. Although meaning well, Galba proved 
oblivious to the realities of his situation and soon managed to offend 
nearly every segment of Roman society. Galba attempted to salvage 
the situation by adopting a likable young aristocrat, L. Calpurnius 
Piso, as his successor, but this only alienated another key supporter, 
M. Salvius Otho, who had hoped to be chosen Caesar himself. 
Otho bribed Praetorian officers, and on January 15, AD 69, they 
attacked Galba and Piso in the Forum, hacking them to pieces. His 
entire reign has lasted seven months and proved only the opening 
act in the disastrous “Year of the Four Emperors.” The historian 
Tacitus pronounced Galba’s epitaph: “It was commonly agreed he 
possessed the makings of a great ruler— had he never ruled.” 


Galba’s gold coins are quite rare and display considerable artistry 
in realistically depicting his craggy, scowling mien. The reverse of 
this attractive aureus depicts Galba’s early supporter and financial 
benefactor, the Empress Livia.

The son of the influential senator Lucius Vitellius, Aulus Vitellius 
was born in AD 15 and raised in the luxury befitting a wealthy 
consular’s son. The younger Vitellius developed a penchant for 
gambling along with a gourmand’s appetites and corpulent phy- 
sique. He served as Consul in AD 48, where he acquitted himself 
well, but resumed his disreputable habits in later years. This served 
to land him heavily in debt by the time Nero’s regime collapsed in 
AD 68. The new emperor, Galba, appointed Vitellius governor of 
Germania Inferior, believing him to utterly without ambition or 
talent, and therefor a safe choice. But officers in the Rhine legions 
grew disenchanted with Galba’s parsimony and persuaded Vitellius 
to make a try for the throne. On January 1, AD 69, the Rhine legions 
proclaimed Vitellius emperor at the city of Colonia Agrippinensis 
(Cologne). His promise of lavish bonuses and easy discipline quickly 
won the legions of Gaul, Britain and Raetia over to his cause. His 
march on Rome took on the appearance of a Bacchic procession, 
with his soldiers drinking heavily and pillaging the countryside. In 
the meantime, Galba has been overthrown at Rome by Otho, who 
marched north with the Praetorian Guard. The hard-fought First 
Battle of Bedriacum in mid-April went to Vitellius’ larger force, 
and Otho opened his veins. Arriving in Rome, Vitellius was con- 
firmed as emperor by a reluctant Senate. He treated his elevation 
as an excuse for one long banquet, reportedly spending the equiva- 
lent of $2 billion on delicacies from all over the Empire. While he 
indulged his appetites, the armies of the East proclaimed the general 
Vespasian as emperor on July 1, launching a new round of civil war. 
The legions of the Danube joined in the revolt and invaded Italy on 
Vespasian’s behalf. Within weeks, soldiers loyal to Vespasian forced 
their way into Rome and swept aside all opposition. They found 
Vitellius hiding in the imperial doorkeeper’s quarters. Hauled half- 
naked to the Forum, the onetime emperor was mocked, tortured, 
and slain. His outraged corpse was dumped unceremoniously in the 
Tiber.

Descended from a family of small-time entrepreneurs and 
tax farmers in the Sabine hill country north of Rome, Flavius 
Vespasianus was born in AD 9 and rose to prominence in the 
Roman Army. He gained distinction during Claudius invasion of 
Britain in AD 43-44 and won a Consulship in AD 51, but fell from 
imperial favor when he dozed off during one of Nero’s musical 
performances. When a Jewish faction in the province of Judaea 
rebelled and massacred the local Roman garrison in AD 66, Nero 
sent Vespasian at the head of three legions to crush the revolt. 
Through his able son Titus, Vespasian gained the friendship and 
support of Mucianus, governor of Syria, who had another three 
legions at his disposal. When the collapse of Nero’s regime in AD 68 
led to a free-for-all for the throne, with Galba, Otho and Vitellius 
following in quick succession, Vespasian realized he had the means 
and ability to make his own try for supreme power. On July 1, AD 
69, the legions of Alexandria, Egypt declared Vespasian as emperor. 
He decided on a policy of blockade and attrition to defeat Vitellius, 
but the sudden declaration of support by the Danubian legions and 
their invasion of Italy in the fall of AD 69 brought a much quicker 
victory. Vitellius was executed on December 20, and the Senate 
proclaimed Vespasian emperor two days later. Arriving in Rome 
the following October, Vespasian celebrated a magnificent triumph 
for the Judaean campaign before launching an austerity program 
to put the Empire's finances on a sound footing. As the first middle- 
class emperor, he brought a businessman's common sense and a 
bracing dose of pragmatism to the imperial administration. Some 
of the blue-bloods grumbled about Vespasian’s parsimony and 
his uncouth manners, but the return of stability and prosperity 
squelched most complaints, and his earthy sense of humor made 
him beloved by the common folk. His decade of rule was largely 
untroubled by revolts and conspiracies. Upon his death due to a 
sudden illness in AD 79 he was widely and sincerely mourned, and 
power passed smoothly to his son Titus.

The restoration issues of Trajan (AD 98-117) were intended to link 
his regime to the virtues of the Republic and previous deified (and 
successful) emperors, Vespasian among them. They had the dual 
purpose of introducing a new, slightly lighter monetary standard 
for both the gold and silver coinage. Earlier aurei and denarii were 
recalled, melted down, and replaced both with regular issues of 
Trajan and “restored” examples of the coins being replaced. These 
restitution issues were struck only in token numbers and remain 
extremely rare today.

Flavius Titus Vespasianus was born in AD 41, the son of the suc- 
cessful general Vespasian. He grew into an intelligent, handsome, 
and charming young man who became his father’s second in 
command for the Judaean campaign of AD 66-69. When Nero’s 
regime collapsed, Vespasian marched on Rome while Titus took 
over direction of the Judaean war, which culminated in the storm- 
ing of Jerusalem in AD 70. Titus next served as Praetorian Prefect 
and was utterly ruthless in protecting his family’s stranglehold on 
power. When Vespasian died in AD 79 and Titus was proclaimed 
emperor, he soon emerged as an uncommonly benevolent and con- 
scientious ruler. When the eruption of Vesuvius destroyed Pompeii 
and Herculaneum, and a major fire swept Rome months later, his 
generous relief measures won wide admiration. The historian 
Tacitus went so far as to call Titus the “darling of the human race.” 
However, his reign was destined to be short: Only two years after his 
accession he fell ill and died on September 1, AD 80 at the age of 40. 
Perhaps he was fortunate in the brevity of his reign, for the string of 
natural disasters had emptied the treasury and storm clouds were 
gathering on the military front. His brother Domitian, capable but 
far less affable, succeeded him.

Titus Flavius Domitianus was born in AD 51 to the respected 
senator and general Vespasian, who successfully seized and held 
the throne to conclude the civil wars of AD 68-69. As a young man, 
Domitian was largely overshadowed by his older brother Titus, a 
situation that probably shaped his dour, resentful character. In 
AD 79, Vespasian was succeeded by Titus, with Domitian taking 
the junior position of Caesar. But Titus ruled only two years before 
he fell ill and died in September of AD 81. Domitian wasted no 
time in seizing power as the third emperor of the Flavian dynasty. 
From the outset, he was a conscientious, detail-oriented admin- 
istrator who kept a firm hand on all facets of government. But 
Domitian ruled as an autocrat, seldom seeking advice or assis- 
tance from the Senate, which came to regard him with contempt. 
Domitian’s suspicion of the aristocracy soon deepened into para- 
noia. Unsuccessful conspiracies against him in AD 87 and 89 
caused him to abandon all restraint, and by AD 93 Rome was in 
the grip of a reign of terror. Even Domitian’s wife, Domitia, came 
to fear for her life, and she encouraged the emperor's attendants 
to plot against him. In September of AD 96, one of his servants 
smuggled a dagger into the imperial bedchamber and stabbed 
Domitian to death. An elderly senator named Nerva replaced him, 
inaugurating the era of the “Five Good Emperors.”

Trajan was governor of Germania Superior, in command of Legio 
VII Gemina, when he was adopted by the embattled Emperor Nerva 
as his chosen successor. Upon Nerva's death and Trajan’s accession 
in January of AD 117, Trajan was granted the title of Germanicus 
by the senate, more reflective of his successful tenure as governor 
of that province than any plans of conquest east of the Rhine that 
may have been entertained. The female figure of Germania on the 
reverse of this aureus type is shown seated on a pile of arms, but 
holding the olive branch of peace, reflective of Germania’s rather 
ambivalent position as both an Imperial province (nearer Germany, 
west of the Rhine) and “Free Germany,” inhabited by dangerous 
hostile tribesman who had thrown off the Roman yoke in the time 
of Augustus.

While laying siege to the Mesopotamian desert fortress of Hatra in 
AD 116, Trajan was stricken with heat stroke. As his health dete- 
riorated, he undertook the long journey back to Rome while trying 
to make arrangements for the consolidation of his vast Eastern 
conquests. Bloody uprisings by the Parthians and Jews continued to 
vex him, but he made no arrangements for the succession until his 
worsening illness forced the Imperial cortege to stop at Selinus in 
Cilicia. On his death bed, Trajan allegedly relayed orders through 
his wife Plotina that his protege Hadrian be officially adopted and 
named Caesar, or heir apparent. Rumors circulated that Trajan 
was already dead and that Plotina had stage-managed Hadrian's 
succession herself. In any case, upon the announcement of Trajan’s 
death on August 9, AD 117, Hadrian immediately took command 
and requested that the Senate deify his predecessor, which it did 
without demure. Despite his enormous popularity, Trajan’s deifica- 
tion coinage is rather limited and remains quite rare. This elegant 
aureus uses the imagery of the Phoenix, seen for the first time on a 
Roman coin, to symbolize Trajan’s rebirth as a god and to depict 
the regeneration and continuity of the dynasty in the person of 
Hadrian.

The reign of Publius Aelius Hadrianus did much to transform the 
Roman Empire from a supreme city imposing its will on subject 
peoples into a true commonwealth of nations. Hadrian was born 
in Rome in AD 76, the son of a distinguished Spanish senator and 
related through his mother to the future Emperor Trajan, who took 
him into his household when Hadrian was nine years old. After 
Trajan’s accession, Hadrian held a series of civilian posts, includ- 
ing a consulship in AD 108, and commanded legions during the 
Dacian and Parthian wars. As the protogé of the emperor, Hadrian 
seemed marked out for the succession, but he was not formally 
adopted until Trajan lay on his deathbed in August, AD 117. The 
transition proved rough, and four distinguished ex-consuls were 
summarily executed for plotting a coup. Relations with the Senate 
remained strained throughout the reign. Hadrian abandoned 
many of Trajan’s over-ambitious conquests and engaged in a policy 
of peace abroad and reform at home. He spent most of his 21-year 
reign traveling, visiting every province of the Roman Empire. His 
building projects were many and long-lasting, including Hadrian's 
Wall in northern Britain and the Pantheon in Rome. Under his 
patronage, Roman art and sculpture reached its creative peak. A 
serious revolt in Judaea two years later further darkened Hadrian’s 
waning years. His first choice for the succession, Aelius Caesar, 
died of consumption shortly after being named, but Hadrian 
rebounded by appointing the respected senator Antoninus Pius as 
Caesar and, in turn, arranging for him to adopt the young Marcus 
Aurelius, thus ensuring the Empire would be in good hands for 
two generations. Further executions were needed to ensure these 
arrangements and Hadrian died in January, AD 138 “hated by all,” 
according to one biographer. The judgment of history has been far 
different, ranking him among Rome’s greatest rulers. 


This gold aureus was struck early in Hadrian's reign and its mili- 
tary-style portrait deliberately evokes his predecessor, Trajan. The 
reverse image of Libertas is likely intended to reassure the Roman 
public of his commitment to constitutional rule and individual 
liberty.

This enigmatic portrait type for Hadrian, which depicts him as 
a young man in his early 20s with a thin moustache and slight 
beard, dates from late in his reign and has been the subject of much 
speculation and dispute. Similar marble portrait busts were long 
identified only as a “young Roman” and were often ascribed to the 
Renaissance period. Only in 1954 was an indisputably ancient bust 
of this type excavated from the ruins of Hadrian’s Villa in Tivoli. 
One theory holds that the “rejuvenated” portrait reflects Hadrian’s 
belief that he had somehow been “renatus,” or reborn, after the 
death of Antinoiis and / or his participation in religious mystery 
rites. Another possibility is that the portrait type is posthumous 
and was struck by Antoninus Pius as part of his campaign to have 
Hadrian deified.

Following an abortive attempt at naming an heir who predeceased 
him (Aelius Caesar), Hadrian quickly settled on a solid, reliable 
senator and ex consul of a good Gallic family, T. Aurelius Fulvius 
Boionius Antoninus, as his intended successor. After a proper show 
of reluctance, the 52-year old Antoninus accepted his adoption on 
February 25, AD 138 and added Hadrian’s family name of Aelius 
and Caesar to his own. Antoninus in turn adopted two other young 
men, Marcus Aurelius and Lucius Verus (the latter being the son 
of Aelius Caesar); it is widely assumed that Hadrian induced 
Antoninus to make these adoptions and thus secure the succession 
for another generation. To smooth Antoninus’ path, Hadrian also 
ordered the executions of two kinsmen whom he suspected of having 
designs on the throne. The deaths caused widespread loathing and 
Hadrian's popularity sank, along with his health. Antoninus quickly 
gathered the reins of power to himself and, when Hadrian died on 
July 10, his accession was uncontested. However, his association 
with an unpopular regime made his position weak at first, and his 
formal request for Hadrian’s deification was soundly rejected by the 
Senate. Only by threatening to resign and plunge the empire into 
chaos did Antoninus force the Senate to grant his request. In grudg- 
ing respect for his filial loyalty, the Senate granted him the title of 
Pius, which appears on his coinage from late AD 138 and after. 


This splendid aureus, which conspicuously lacks the title 
of Augustus, is generally assigned to the five-month period of 
Antoninus’ Caesarship under Hadrian. Hill, however, places it in 
the months after Hadrian’s death and during Antoninus’ dispute 
with the Senate, during which he renounced the title of Augustus.

Unlike the restless Hadrian, Antoninus never left Italy and was 
content to rule from Rome. Stability and equanimity were his 
watchwords, and his policies kept the Empire on an even keel for 24 
years. He put no one to death, friend or foe. Only minor flare-ups 
in northern Britain and north Africa disturbed the general peace. 
The frontiers were maintained and defended, with his decision to 
build a new wall in Britain 80 miles north of the Hadrian’s Wall 
the only instance of imperial expansion. He carefully groomed 
Marcus Aurelius as his successor, but neglected to provide him 
any military training. In fact the mild, civilian character of his 
reign may have unwittingly allowed storm clouds to gather and 
strengthen both within and beyond the frontiers. Nevertheless, later 
generations viewed Antoninus as the perfect emperor, and the tran- 
quility of his reign took on the sheen of a lost golden age. 


This splendid gold aureus was struck in AD 148-149, a significant 
year that saw celebrations for the 900th anniversary of Rome’s 
founding. The reverse figure of Aequitas holding the scales of justice 
perfectly characterizes the reign of this wise, just and clement 
emperor.

Annia Galeria Faustina was born into an aristocratic Roman 
senatorial family of Spanish descent. Her maternal uncle was the 
Emperor Hadrian. In about AD 115, she married Titus Fulvius 
Antoninus, a respected Senator, and through her connections he 
became a close advisor to Hadrian. Antoninus eventually succeed- 
ed to the throne in AD 138 and Faustina was acclaimed as Augusta, 
or Empress. Antoninus honored her extensively on the coinage and 
her vivacity, fashion sense and compassion for the poor made her 
very popular. Her distinctive hairstyle, with a plait wrapped in 
a tight coil atop her head, was copied by women throughout the 
Empire. The couple had four children, two sons and two daugh- 
ters; both male children died in infancy, but the daughters lived 
to adulthood and one, Faustina Junior, married Marcus Aurelius 
and became Augusta herself. Only two years into Antoninus’ reign, 
Faustina died of an unknown illness. The grief-stricken Antoninus 
secured her deification and issued an immense coinage in her name, 
the largest for any Roman woman to that point. This magnificent 
aureus falls into the posthumous series.

Originally given the name Marcus Annius Verus, the future Marcus 
Aurelius was born in AD 131 into a patrician family of Spanish 
origin. At an early age, Marcus earned the patronage of the 
emperor Hadrian and was formally schooled at the Imperial court. 
He subsequently was adopted by Hadrian's successor, Antoninus 
Pius, along with Lucius Verus and, when Antoninus died in AD 
161, the two Caesars assumed the title of Augustus together. Their 
joint reign was characterized by constant warfare against barbar- 
ians on the Empire's frontiers. Success against the Parthians in 
the East and the various Germanic tribes in the North was hard 
earned only after many years of continuous struggle. Verus died of 
a brain hemorrhage in AD 169, and several years transpired before 
Aurelius took another co-emperor, his natural son Commodus. The 
temperaments of father and son could not be more contrasting: 
Marcus was a philosopher whose embrace of the tenants of Stoic 
discipline would seem to clash sharply with the public image of a 
Roman emperor, while Commodus was a megalomaniac whose 
flamboyance and outlandish behavior mark him as among the 
most despised of Roman rulers.

This attractive aureus is remarkable both on the merits of its soulful 
portrait of the “Philosopher Emperor” Marcus Aurelius, and for the 
detailed military bust, showing the emperor wearing a scale-armor 
cuirass with shoulder bands decorated with vine scrolls, and the 
officer's cloak, or paludamentum, pinned to his left shoulder. The 
artist, perhaps unwittingly, has illustrated the dilemma of Marcus’ 
two-decade reign: A man of peace devoted to Stoic philosophy, he 
was forced by military necessity to spend 17 years in near-constant 
warfare against the Roman Empire’s aggressive enemies. While the 
obverse points to Marcus’ martial role as commander-in-chief, the 
reverse emphasizes the emperor's careful administration of Rome’s 
food supply: Annona, personification of the harvest, stands next to 
a docked grain ship, upon which the Roman masses depended for 
their daily bread.

The personification Salus (health) is often used on Roman coinage 
to invoke the the gods’ healing powers to help an ailing ruler. Such 
is the case here: In AD 161, Lucius Verus set out from Rome to 
take command of the Roman armies being marshaled against 
the Parthians on the Eastern frontier. However, he only got to 
Canusium in Southern Italy before falling seriously ill. Vows were 
undertaken for his recovery, and he soon recovered sufficiently to 
resume the journey. During his illness and for some time thereafter, 
coins were issued appealing to the gods for the “health and safety of 
our emperors’ (SALVTI AVGVSTORVM).

When Antoninus died in March, AD 161, Marcus Aurelius insisted 
that the Senate also grant his adoptove brother Lucius Verus the 
title of Augustus, for the first time giving the Empire two theoreti- 
cally coequal rulers. Marcus also betrothed his daughter Lucilla to 
Lucius, further cementing their family ties. The arrangement was 
immediately put to the test in AD 162, when the Parthians attacked 
Rome's eastern provinces. Lucius traveled eastward at the head 
of a large legionary task force to repulse the invasion and restore 
order. His generals served him well and the Parthians were quickly 
expelled from Armenia,winning Lucius the title Armeniacus. The 
following year, Roman forces counter-invaded and captured the 
Parthian capital of Ctesiphon, winning Lucius the title Parthicus 
Maximus. He received a hero’s welcome in Rome in AD 166 and 
basked in the glow of a triumph.

Annia Galeria Faustina the Younger was born in about AD 129 to 
Antoninus Pius and his wife, Faustina the Elder. When Antoninus 
was adopted by Hadrian as his successor in AD 138, the emperor 
arranged for her betrothal to Lucius Verus, also about eight, the son 
of the “heir consumptive” Aelius Caesar, who had died the same 
year. When Antoninus inherited the throne, he broke the engage- 
ment and instead betrothed her to his nephew (and adoptive son) 
Marcus Aurelius. They were wed in AD 145 to great rejoicing and 
went on to produce at least 13 children, of which only three or four 
survived to adulthood, among them the future emperor Commodus. 
Faustina seems to have been a free, fun-loving spirit in the mold of 
her mother, which earned the disapproval of staid Roman histori- 
ans. Marcus Aurelius, after he became emperor in AD 161, spent 
long years on campaign, which must have strained the relation- 
ship. Faustina accompanied him on some of these and was given 
the honorific title “Mater Castrorum,” or “Mother of the Camp.” 
Nevertheless, there were rumors of adulteries with soldiers, sailors 
and gladiators, which do not seem to have altered her husband's 
devotion to her. More serious are allegations that she had some 
part in the abortive rebellion of the eastern general Avidius Cassius 
in AD 175. Whatever the truth, she died soon thereafter, either of 
illness or as the result of an accident. Reputation or no, Marcus 
grieved greatly and ordered her deification. The lifetime coinage of 
Faustina started at the time of her marriage and continued over 30 
years, showing her from a fresh-faced princess to a mature matron, 
and providing a pageant of Roman feminine hairstyles over that 
span.

Commodus, the last emperor of the Antonine Dynasty, is seen here 
at the age of 17 or 18. The reverse assigns him the the Tribunican 
Power for the third time, the title of Imperator (victorious general) 
for the second time, the office of Consul, and the honorific Pater 
Patriae (“father or the fatherland”), all rather heady for a youth 
who would normally just be making his first steps on the cursus 
honorum (“course of honor”). The hurried assignment of high 
office to Commodus surely reflects the desire of his father, Marcus 
Aurelius, to ensure a secure, stable succession in the wake of the 
abortive rebelion by Avidius Cassius in AD 176, which was predi- 
cated on the belief that Marcus was gravely ill and Commodus too 
young, or entirely unsuited, for office.

The brief, tragic reign of Helvius Pertinax stands as evidence of 
how far talent and hard work could take an individual in the 
Roman world, as well as the dangers of high office. Pertinax began 
life as the son of a freed slave. Given a good education, he first 
became a school teacher, then began a career with the Roman 
Legions and rose quickly. He won the confidence of the Emperor 
Marcus Aurelius during the Marcommanic War, when he took 
charge of a legion and intercepted a barbarian horde invading 
Italy. He was made a senator and heaped with honors, including 
the governorships of Moesia, Dacia, and Syria. With Commodus 
descending into megalomania, a conspiracy formed and the 
plotters saw the elderly, widely respected Pertinax as the ideal 
candidate to replace him. Whether he was privy to the plot is 
uncertain, but immediately after the murder of Commodus on 
December 31, AD 192, Pertinax went to the Praetorian camp, 
promised the guard a bonus, and was proclaimed emperor. The 
Senate enthusiastically ratified his elevation and he initiated a 
number of popular reforms against the excesses of Commodus, 
including a crackdown on military indiscipline. This, along with 
his failure to pay the promised donative, alienated the Praetorians, 
who held true power in Rome. Although one plot against him was 
thwarted, Pertinax made the mistake of trying to quell another 
mutiny by addressing the guard in person. In the middle of the 
address, a soldier hurled his spear and transfixed him. Pertinax 
had ruled all of 86 days. Due to the brevity of his reign, the coinage 
of Pertinax is quite rare, but of unusually high artistic quality. 


The obverse portrait of this beautiful gold aureus bears a power- 
ful portrait of the elderly emperor, his blunt features recalling 
his lower-class origins. The reverse depicts Providentia reaching 
toward a star, perhaps indicating the new emperor's belief that the 
stars foretold his accession. The rating of Gem MS is the highest 
possible grade assigned to ancient coins by Numismatic Guarantee 
Corporation, placing this among the finest known aurei of Pertinax.

This attractive aureus is one of the first issues of the first Roman 
emperor of African descent, Lucius Septimius Severus. Born on II 
April AD 145 in the North African city of Lepcis Magna, he entered 
the Roman Senate during the reign of Marcus Aurelius; he also 
served as an officer in the Roman Army under the general Pertinax. 
During a tour of duty in Syria, he met the beautiful and brilliant 
Julia Domna, who became his second wife in AD 187. Talented and 
hardworking, he rose rapidly in the Senate hierarchy, becoming 
consul in AD 190 and governor of Pannonia the following year. The 
assassination of Commodus on January 1, AD 193 brought his old 
patron Pertinax to the throne, but within three months Pertinax 
had been murdered by the Praetorians, who sold the throne to 
Didius Julianus. An outraged populace demanded that Pescennius 
Niger, governor of Syria, or Clodius Albinus, proconsul of Britain, 
depose Julianus and seize the throne. But Severus was much closer, 
with three legions, and he struck first. Placating Albinus with the 
junior title of Caesar, Severus led his legions on a lightning march 
to Rome and easily disposed of the hapless Julianus. After obtaining 
Senate recognition as legitimate emperor, he next marched against 
Niger and crushed his rebel regime in a brutally efficient campaign. 
Returning to Rome in AD 195, he raised his elder son Caracalla 
to the rank of Caesar, thus severing his pact with Clodius Albinus 
and igniting another civil war, which ended with Severus’ victory 
at Lugdunum (Lyons) in AD 197. A bloody purge of Albinus’ sup- 
porters in the Senate led many to call him “the Punic Sulla,” but 
with his position secure, he ruled with competence and moderation. 
Like Hadrian, Severus was restless and traveled incessantly, but his 
policy was expansion through conquest. The Parthian War (AD 
198-200) gained the province of Mesopotamia, and in AD 208 he 
led an invasion of Scotland with the object of securing the whole 
of the British Isles. But the campaign turned into a long, bitter slog, 
which took its toll on the emperor's health. On his deathbed in York, 
Severus begged his quarreling sons to “be good to each other, pay 
the soldiers well, and the rest can to go to hell.” In many ways, his 
reign marked the absolute apogee of the Roman Empire.

Born in Lugdunum in A.D. 188, while his father was serving as 
governor of Gaul, Lucius Septimius Bassianus started out life as a 
cheerful, affable youth whose character deteriorated as he gained 
more prestige and power. His father, Septimius Severus, seized the 
throne and defended it against all rival claimants during the civil 
wars of AD 193-197. Bassianus was named Caesar, or heir apparent, 
in AD 195 and was further elevated to co-Augustus with his father 
three years later, when he was only 10. His name was changed 
to Marcus Aurelius Antoninus in honor of the revered Antonine 
dynasty, but the boy preferred barbarian manners and fashions, 
and he soon earned a nickname after a type of hooded Germanic 
cloak he liked to wear— Caracalla (or, in modern terms, “Hoody”).

During the Roman civil war of AD 193-194, the Syrian metropolis 
of Laodicea ad Mare supported the eventual winner, Septimius 
Severus, while the more famous and populous Antioch ad Orantum 
backed Pescinnius Niger. Consequently, Antioch saw its minting 
privileges severely curtailed while Laodicea received preferential 
treatment, including the rarely granted authority to strike gold 
coins. This splendid gold aureus depicts a youthful Caracalla, 
aged about 10, in full military kit, including an ornate breastplate 
adorned with a facing head of Medusa— the famous aegis of legend 
that granted godlike immunity to its wearer. The reverse depiction 
to Spes, personification of hope, alludes to the expectation that the 
young heir might perpetuate a stable dynasty and good government.

With Septimius Severus’ death at York in February of AD 211, 
Caracalla and Geta’s mutual hatred threatened to tear the Roman 
Empire apart. Their mother, Julia Domna, managed to patch togeth- 
er a detente and the family returned to Rome, but in December, 
Caracalla arranged to have Geta brutally murdered as he sought 
refuge in Domna’s arms. A general massacre of Geta’s friends and 
supporters followed, the first of many slaughters that indelibly 
dyed Caracalla’s reign in blood. He much preferred the company of 
soldiers to the aristocracy of Rome and soon embarked on a series 
of military campaigns to divert attention from his atrocities. The 
German wars of AD 213 achieved little, so he developed an obses- 
sion with Alexander the Great that led him to prepare a massive 
invasion of Parthia. A trip to Egypt to visit Alexander’s tomb in 
AD 215 led to another massacre of the populace, who had dared to 
make jests at his expense. With the Parthians divided by civil war, 
Caracalla’s invasion the following year at first met with success, but 
resistance soon stiffened and he began to look for scapegoats among 
his staff. One of these officers, the praetorian prefect Macrinus, 
struck first, and Caracalla was assassinated as he stopped to relieve 
himself on a roadside near Carrhae on April 17, AD 217. 


The very peak of Roman portraiture, numismatic and sculptural, 
occurred during the Severan Dynasty, as illustrated by this amazing 
portrait. The artist subtly conveys the true nature of this homicidal 
ruler, much as did the sculptor who created the famous marble bust 
of Caracalla in New York’s Metropolitan Museum. Caracalla took 
great pride in his brutish, “barbarian” looks, and the exceptional 
coin portraiture of the age accurately depicts him with curly hair, 
course features and an angry scowl.

As a 14-year-old transvestite sun-worshipping exotic dancer, the 
Emperor Elagabalus made for an unlikely soldier. Yet in this age of 
“iron and rust, no Roman emperor could hope to gain and hold the 
throne without the support of Rome's legionaries. At the Battle of 
Antioch in June of AD 218, the youthful pretender actually out-sol- 
diered his rival Macrinus by charging to the front of the battle line 
and urging his men to keep up the fight; Macrinus, in contrast, lost 
heart and fled the field. This beautiful aureus, struck shortly after 
the battle and Elagabalus’ assumption of supreme power, presents 
a militant image of the most non-military of rulers, showing the 
young emperor in full kit and surrounded by his supportive sol- 
diers. Once ensconced in the Imperial palace, however, Elagabalus 
quickly lost the affection of the soldiery by engaging in ever more 
outrageous and un-Roman antics.

Without doubt, the four-year reign of Elagabalus stands as the 
strangest interlude in all Roman history. His rise to power was 
engineered by his grandmother, Julia Maesa, the sister of the pow- 
erful Roman Empress Julia Domna. Maesa, determined to restore 
the Severan-Emesan dynasty to power, seized upon her 13-year-old 
grandson, Varius Avitus Bassianus, as the means. The boy, who 
was the hereditary high priest of the god Elagabal, greatly resembled 
a young Caracalla, and Maesa had it put about to the soldiers that 
he was the emperor's natural son and true successor. That, plus a 
liberal sprinkling of gold, induced the troops to revolt and proclaim 
Avitus (now renamed Antoninus, but widely known as Elagabalus 
after his god) as emperor. Improbably, Macrinus was defeated and 
killed, and Elagabalus and his retinue made their way to Rome, 
where the people greeted their new ruler with mixed bafflement, 
amusement, and horror. Elagabalus was also what would today be 
called transgendered and totally committed to the orgiastic rites of 
his cult. He married three times in rapid succession, including a 
scandalous union with a Vestal Virgin. The populace and soldiery 
soon became disgusted with this un-Roman behavior. Maesa finally 
decided that he must be replaced to save the dynasty. She persuad- 
ed Elagabalus to adopt his more docile cousin Alexander as Caesar, 
then cooly arranged for the Praetorians to murder their oddball 
emperor along with his mother, Julia Soaemias, in March, AD 222.

The reign of Severus Alexander presents the last relatively tranquil 
interlude before the mid-third century storm swept away the Pax 
Romana. He was born Marcus Julius Gessius Bassianus Alexianus 
in AD 208 into a clan of Syrian nobility from the caravan city of 
Emesa. His maternal grand-aunt, Julia Domna, was married to the 
Emperor Septimius Severus, making him part of an Imperial family 
that was largely dominated by a clique of strong-minded and clever 
women, all named Julia. His grandmother Julia Maesa engineered 
the Severan dynasty’s return to power in AD 218 by fomenting the 
military coup that placed Alexander’s cousin Varius Avitus, known 
to history as Elagabalus, on the throne. Once ensconced in Rome, 
however, Elagabalus’ behavior grew ever more erratic and outra- 
geous. Fearing for the dynasty’s future, Maesa in AD 222 engineered 
the murder of Elagabalus and his replacement by her other, more 
docile grandson, Alexander. Handsome and affable, the youth was 
really never more than a figurehead ruler, first for Maesa and then, 
after her death in AD 225/6, for his mother Julia Mamaea. 


This rare and beautiful gold aureus was struck at the outset of 
Alexander’s reign and shows him as a smooth-faced youth of 
14. The reverse seems to depict the newly minted emperor in a 
Triumphal quadriga; however, as he had as yet won no military 
victories it more likely depicts the a pompa triumphalis, the formal 
procession lead by the Consul before games held in the Colosseum 
or Circus Maximus.

Gordian III was the grandson of Gordian I and the nephew of 
Gordian II. The family was immensely wealthy and influential, 
and through its benefactions had become popular with the general 
public. In AD 238, Gordian I was proclaimed emperor along with 
Gordian II in revolt against the cruel Maximinus I Thrax, but both 
were killed less than a month later. The Senate next elected two of 
their number, Balbinus and Pupienus, to succeed them, but the 
Roman populace also forced them to name the 13-year-old Gordian 
III as Caesar. When Balbinus and Pupienus were murdered by the 
Praetorians in July, Gordian III was saluted as emperor. Due to his 
youth and inexperience, the new emperor was at first dominated by 
an advisory board of senators, who had to walk a tightrope to avoid 
the fate of the previous short-lived regimes. In AD 241, Gordian 
appointed as Praetorian Prefect the capable Timesitheus, whose 
daughter Tranquillina became his bride. Timesitheus became a 
beneficent mentor who kept Gordian’s weak government on an even 
keel. But in the same year, the Sasanian Persians under Shapur I 
crossed Rome’s desert frontier and threatened Antioch, and the 
young Gordian was forced to take up arms. Gordian’s army finally 
engaged Shapur at Rhesaena in Syria in won a signal victory early 
in AD 243. The Romans next marched toward the Persian capital 
of Ctesiphon, but the death of Timesitheus in the winter brought 
their progress to a grinding halt. Supplies dwindled, and the new 
Praetorian Prefect, Philip, blamed the shortage on Gordian’s incom- 
petence. The soldiers grew rebellious; Gordian offered to abdicate in 
Philip’s favor, but Philip instead simply seized the throne and had 
Gordian quietly murdered early in AD 244. Sadly, his youth and 
gentle nature had proven unsuited to the demands of hard times. 


This attractive gold aureus illustrates the monetary crisis about to 
engulf the Roman Empire. It’s weight of 4.83 grams is only 2/3 the 
weight of aurei issued during the Severan era, and points to the 
shortage of precious metals caused by a worsening spiral of infla- 
tion and debasement. Portraiture and overall workmanship were 
still of a high standard, however, and the youth and innocence of 
Gordian are quite evident in his obverse image.

Born in on the Danubian frontier, Gaius Messius Quintus Decius 
gained entrance to the Roman elite via his marriage to Herennia 
Etruscilla, descended from a noble Etruscan family. Decius rapidly 
rose to a series of important positions, including the governorships 
of Spain and Moesia Inferior. In AD 248-249, when the Emperor 
Philip I faced a series of revolts and usurpations, Decius convinced 
him not to abdicate. Philip instead placed Decius at the head of 
an army sent to the Danubian front to crush the usurper Pacatian 
and eject Gothic invaders. With these tasks accomplished by June 
of AD 249, Decius’ soldiers proclaimed him emperor, much against 
his wishes (or so he claimed). His army defeated Philip in battle 
near Verona in September; the Senate enthusiastically approved 
his elevation and gave him the additional name of Trajan in honor 
of the great second-century emperor. Decius seems to have come to 
the throne with a ready-made agenda for the restoration of Rome’s 
fading glory. He cracked down harshly on those he believed were 
undermining the ancient traditions of Rome. Christianity was 
particularly singled out, and thousands of Christians were forced to 
either make sacrifice to Rome's gods or face torture and execution. 
Renewed barbarian invasions late in AD 250 took his attention 
away from domestic affairs. An engagement with the Goths in the 
spring of 251 was successful enough to prompt Decius to raise his 
son Herennius to the rank of Augustus. Seeking a decisive battle, 
Decius pursued the fleeing Goths into the marshes of Abrittus and 
straight into an ambush. Decius, Herennius and about half of their 
army perished in the debacle, the first time a Roman emperor had 
fallen to a foreign enemy. The Christians claimed it was God’s 
revenge on an arch-persecutor. In any case, the catastrophe at 
Abrittus accelerated the Roman Empire's slide into anarchy.

The perilous economic situation of the Roman Empire during the 
Third Century Crisis is illustrated by the diminished weight of the 
venerable gold aureus. This example weighs in at 3.75 grams; only 
a generation earlier, the aureus weighed twice as much. The silver 
coinage had undergone a similar debasement, which would con- 
tinue to worsen until the reforms of Diocletian in the early 290s.

Trebonianus Gallus was born in the late AD 190s and was gover- 
nor of Moesia when he joined the Emperor Trajan Decius on an 
expedition against the Goths in late in AD 250. At first attended 
by success, the campaign ended in disaster early the following year 
when Decius and his entourage foolishly pursued the fleeing Goths 
into a swamp and were killed in an ambush. An enduring tradition 
places blame for the debacle on Trebonianus Gallus for failing to 
bring up reinforcements, but the soldiers nonetheless proclaimed 
Gallus emperor along with Decius’ surviving son, Hostilian. Upon 
returning to Rome in the summer of AD 251, Gallus named his own 
son Volusian as Caesar and betrothed him to one of Hostilian’s 
sisters. When Hostilian died of the plague in November of the same 
year, Volusian was further elevated to co-Augustus with his father. 
Gallus and son preferred a mild, civilian-oriented type of govern- 
ment that proved ill-suited to the harsh realities of the age. They 
remained at Rome trying to direct affairs while an escalating series 
of calamities descended on the empire, including pestilence, famine, 
invasions by the Goths and Persians, and economic collapse. One 
historian aptly described the reign as “a succession of miseries, dev- 
astations, and horrors.” In stark contrast to the energetic response 
of later soldier-emperors, Gallus seemed utterly overwhelmed and 
paralyzed. In mid-AD 253, the Danubian legions took matters into 
their own hands and proclaimed their general Aemilian as emperor. 
Gallus and Volusian summoned help from the general Valerian, 
then raising troops on the Rhine, but Aemilian moved quickly to 
invade Italy. At last roused to action, Gallus and Volusian scraped 
together an army and marched out to meet the rebels. But when 
their soldiers realized they were badly outnumbered, they mur- 
dered the unlucky co-emperors just north of Rome.

No Roman emperor is more undeservedly vilified than Gallienus, 
who spent his entire 15-year reign desperately fighting the forces of 
chaos and destruction that threatened the empire's very existence. 
Publius Licinius Egnatius Gallienus was born circa A.D. 218-220 
in the waning days of the Pax Romana—the “Roman Peace” which 
had endured for 250 years. His father, Valerian, seized the throne 
for himself in AD 253 and named Gallienus, then in his mid 30s, as 
co-emperor. Gallienus took charge of Roman forces in Gaul and the 
Balkans while Valerian traveled East to combat a major Persian 
invasion. From AD 253-260, Gallienus fought furiously against 
continuous barbarian incursions along the crumbling Rhine and 
Danube frontiers. He won a smashing victory over the Alemanni in 
AD 259, but almost immediately thereafter came news that Valerian 
had been captured by the Persians and the entire Roman army of 
the East annihilated. Gallienus had no time to ponder rescuing his 
father, for all hell broke loose in the following months. Roman gen- 
erals revolted in Gaul, the Balkans and Asia Minor, while barbarian 
raiders poured across the unprotected frontiers in destructive waves. 
Economic collapse, banditry, piracy and pestilence followed in their 
wake as the Roman Empire fragmented and spiraled perilously 
close to oblivion. Still, Gallienus battled on doggedly, showing grit 
and ingenuity. His military reforms, including the creation of a 
large central cavalry reserve and the promotion of a tough new 
officer class from the Danubian provinces, were key to the eventual 
Roman recovery. His poetic pretensions, gender-bending wit and 
love of luxury earned him the disdain of Rome’s upper classes. But 
he was tolerant and humane, and he won the respect of Christians 
by ending decades of persecution. In AD 268, he fell victim to a plot 
by the very Danubian officers he had raised to prominence. 


This gold aureus, struck early in Gallienus’ joint reign with his 
father, is less than half the weight of aurei struck a half-century 
earlier, testimony to the inflationary spiral of the times. The por- 
traiture, however, remains excellent, showing Gallienus as a rather 
weary-looking young man dressed for combat. The reverse appeals 
in vain to the “harmony of the armies” at a time when ceaseless 
civil war frequently pitted legion against legion.

Aurelian stands as a pivotal figure, for during the course of five 
action-packed years he stitched together a fragmented Roman 
Empire and put it firmly on the path to recovery. An Illyrian of 
humble origins, Lucius Domitius Aurelianus rose through the 
ranks of the Roman army along with a cadre of Danubian officers 
who formed a warrior elite. Their advancement was fostered by 
Gallienus, but in AD 268 the Danubians plotted his assassination 
and replaced him one of their own, Claudius II Gothicus. Aurelian 
moved into his role as commander of cavalry and was conducting 
operations against the Goths in the Balkans when Claudius died of 
the plague in mid-AD 270. His soldiers acclaimed him as emperor, 
and he easily won a showdown for supreme power with Claudius’ 
brother Quintillus. He immediately faced a rapid-fire series of inva- 
sions by several barbarian tribes, but Aurelian was well-prepared 
and defeated each in turn. Yet another tribe, the Juthungi, next 
invaded Italy and dealt him his only defeat, but Aurelian regrouped 
and annihilated them within sight of Rome. The narrow escape 
prompted Aurelian to order construction of a massive defensive 
wall around the capital city. He next turned his attention to the 
East, which had effectively broken away under the rule of Queen 
Zenobia of Palmyra. In two lightning campaigns in AD 272 and 
273, he routed Zenobia’s formidable camel army and took Palmyra 
by storm. Barely pausing for breath, he led his legions into Gaul, 
which had been ruled by a separatist government for 14 years. His 
army routed the Gallo-Roman forces and their ruler Tetricus made 
formal submission to Rome. He returned to Rome in the fall of AD 
274 and staged a magnificent triumph, the first the city had seen 
in half a century. Senate and people rightly acclaimed Aurelian 
as “Restorer of the World” (Restitutor Orbis). He further hoped to 
impose a kind of religious unity on the empire by encouraging the 
quasi monotheistic cult of Sol Invictus, the Unconquered Sun, and 
designated December 25th as the god’s birthday, unwittingly creat- 
ing Christmas. In AD 275, Aurelian planned to invade Persia, but a 
dishonest secretary feared his wrath and procured his assassination. 
His reign was one of colossal achievement that made possible the 
great Roman revival of the later third and fourth centuries. 


This aureus, struck at the Balkan mint of Siscia, depicts Aurelian 
as the lean, tough military man he undoubtedly was. The reverse 
depicts Concordia holding two military standards, representing the 
cooperation between Roman legions that made Aurelian’s recon- 
quest possible.

The notoriously unreliable Historia Augusta claims that the 
Emperor Marcus Claudius Tacitus was a descendant of the famous 
first-century Roman author Cornelius Tacitus, but most modern 
historians dismiss this as fictional. The story of his accession, as 
recounted in the Historia Augusta, goes like this: After the murder 
of the Emperor Aurelian by a military cabal in mid-AD 275, the 
soldiers were so chastened by their own behavior that they asked 
the Senate to nominate the next emperor. The Senate was leery 
of taking them up on the offer, and threw the choice back to the 
Army. This back-and-forth supposedly went on for six months, 
until the Senate finally relented and elected Tacitus, a 75-year-old 
ex-consul, as the new emperor. In actuality, the “interregnum” 
probably lasted only a few weeks, and Tacitus, while an Italian with 
considerable wealth, likely had considerable military experience. 
Assuming the throne in October or November of AD 275, Tacitus 
spent a few weeks signing new laws before hurrying to the Balkans 
to take charge of the huge field army Aurelian had assembled. 
After inflicting a severe defeat on the Goths and Heruli, Tacitus 
abruptly died at Tyana in Cappadocia in June or July of AD 276. 
His reign had lasted seven months at most, and various historical 
sources give different causes of death, ranging from simple overex- 
ertion, to disease, to assassination. 


Whatever his origins, Tacitus does appear to have been cut from 
a different bolt of cloth than the rough-hewn Danubian soldier- 
emperors who came before and after him. His coin portraits depict 
a portly man with a carefully combed and curled set of chin-whis- 
kers, quite distinct from the military crew-cuts and stubbly beards 
of the lean Danubians.

Marcus Aurelius Probus was one of a series of tough military men 
from the Balkan provinces who rescued the Roman Empire from 
certain destruction in the late third century. Born in Sirmium in 
AD 232, he was the son of a peasant gardener who entered the 
army as a teenager and rose steadily through the ranks in a time of 
near constant warfare against invading barbarian war bands. By 
AD 276, he had achieved command of the Roman field armies in 
Syria and Egypt and was well-positioned to seize the throne when 
the elderly emperor Tacitus died. With the eastern frontiers secure, 
Probus hurried to Rome and won the approval of the Senate before 
setting off for Gaul to confront the Goths, Franks and Alemanni 
in succession. He crushed attempted invasions and even led his 
army across the Rhine to stage punitive raids in barbarian ter- 
ritory. Having dealt with the barbarians, Probus faced revolts 
by the Roman usurpers Proculus, Bonosus and Saturninus and 
put down each in turn. Despite years of frenzied military activity, 
Probus also found time to put his army to work repairing irrigation 
canals, roads, walls, and other infrastructure, as well as encourag- 
ing viticulture in war-ravaged Gaul. He wistfully hoped for such a 
profound universal peace that all armies could be disbanded. After 
celebrating a well-deserved triumph in Rome in AD 282, Probus 
departed for the Danube to prepare for a long-planned invasion 
of Persia. He paused at Sirmium to supervise a land reclamation 
project, but word soon arrived that the troops of Gaul, tired of 
digging ditches, had revolted and declared their general Carus 
as emperor. Before Probus could respond effectively, the mutiny 
spread through his own troops. Probus sought refuge in a guard 
tower, but the mutineers forced their way in and butchered him. 
So dangerous were the times that even an emperor as capable as 
Probus could not escape a grisly and undeserved death. 


The coinage of Probus is varied and interesting, particularly for 
the wide variety of obverse bust types he employed. This beauti- 
ful aureus depicts him wearing an elaborate cuirass with the scaly 
texture and central ornament of the aegis, worn by Minerva, which 
supposedly granted immunity to the wearer against all weapons. 
The reverse celebrates a victory over the Germans, most likely won 
during his cross-Rhine incursion in AD 280-281.

A native of Narbo in southern Gaul, Carus was a career mili- 
tary man who rose through the ranks during the chaotic round of 
civil wars and invasions of the mid-third century AD. Appointed 
Praetorian Prefect by Probus in AD 276, the late summer of AD 
282 he was mustering troops in Raetia when a groundswell of revolt 
swept through the ranks, perhaps prompted by Probus’ demand that 
the soldiers keep themselves occupied with labor-intensive public 
works. The Gallic legions proclaimed Carus Emperor, launching 
a chain-reaction which soon led to the murder of Probus. Carus 
bestowed the rank of Caesar on his two grown sons, Carinus and 
Numerian, and the army was pleased by the promise of a long- 
lived dynasty. After a quick campaign against the Sarmatians 
and Quadi, Carus pressed forward with his predecessor's plan to 
invade Persia and avenge the humiliating capture of Valerian two 
decades previous. Preparing for the assault, Carus raised both of 
his sons to the rank of Augustus; Carinus remained at Rome while 
Numerian accompanied him on the eastern campaign. Long years 
of military innovation had once again turned the Roman army 
into an efficient killing machine, and the legions swept all before 
them in their march to the Persian capitol of Ctesiphon, which was 
captured and sacked. But at the apex of his triumph, Carus was 
found dead in his tent following a violent thunderstorm. His death 
was attributed to a lightning strike, although treachery by one of 
his officers seems more likely. His entire reign had lasted less than a 
year, and his two sons would not long survive him. 


The coin portraiture of Carus is interesting in that he is shown 
proudly bald-headed, where other allegedly bald rulers concealed 
their pates beneath wigs, wreaths or other headgear.

Though hardly a household name like Caligula or Nero, Carinus 
is held as one of Rome’s most sinister emperors, a despoiler of 
women and corrupter of youth who got his just desserts at the 
hands of a jealous husband. Born in around AD 250, Carinus 
was in his early 30s when his father, the respected general Carus, 
seized power in AD 282 in a coup against the Emperor Probus. 
With two grown sons, Carus named Carinus and his younger 
brother Numerian as joint Caesars in October of 282. With the 
Roman Empire threatened on every front, Carinus departed for 
Gaul to battle Germanic invaders while his father and Numerian 
headed east to deal with the Persians. Carinus returned to Rome 
in mid-283, where he celebrated a triumph and was hailed as 
Augustus, making him co-equal with his father. But Carus died 
only a few months later while on campaign in Persia later in the 
year, and the dynasty that had once looked so secure began to 
crumble. As the Eastern army marched back toward Roman terri- 
tory, Numerian fell ill and died under suspicious circumstances late 
in AD 284. Instead of declaring its loyalty to Carinus, the Eastern 
army acclaimed the general Diocletian as emperor. Carinus mus- 
tered his own forces advanced on Diocletian's eastern army, with 
the climactic clash coming in midsummer at Margum, near mod- 
ern-day Belgrade. The legions of Carinus gained the upper hand 
and seemed on the verge of victory when he was suddenly stabbed 
to death by one of his own officers, whose wife Carinus had report- 
edly seduced. All fighting ceased and Diocletian was acclaimed as 
undisputed emperor, ushering in a new era of Roman history. 


This rare aureus depicts Carinus in fully military kit, including a 
scale-armor cuirass with decorated shoulder bands. As the piece 
was struck between October 282 and the end of the year, shortly 
after Carinus assumed the title of Caesar, the reverse either antici- 
pates victory in the pending war against Sasanian Persia launched 
by his father, or celebrates the successful outcome of Carinus’ own 
German campaign.

Although he reached the Roman throne via the path of coup and 
civil war, Diocletian turned out to be a far-sighted statesman of 
rare ability. Achieving undisputed power in AD 285, he came in 
with a detailed blueprint for Roman revival. Recognizing the task of 
governing the Empire had grown too great for one man, he divided 
supreme power with three old military colleagues and devised a 
formula for renewing this “Tetrarchy” every 20 years. The arrange- 
ment worked surprisingly well and by AD 300 the ceaseless revolts 
and civil wars that had nearly destroyed the Roman Empire over 
the latter third century had stopped, allowing Roman economic 
life to slowly and painfully recover. Though tireless in his work of 
restoration and reform, Diocletian’s name was forever tarnished 
by one act near the close of his reign— the Great Persecution of 
Christianity, in which thousands of Christians were tortured and 
killed and their possessions confiscated. The persecution was actu- 
ally the brainchild of his subordinate Galerius, who had a vendetta 
against the faith, and Diocletian’s own enthusiasm for the effort 
is doubtful. He fell seriously ill not long thereafter, and though he 
recovered, he soon astonished the world by formally abdicating the 
throne in AD 305 and retiring to his fortress-like villa in modern- 
day Split, Yugoslavia. He enjoyed retirement so much he refused 
several offers to resume supreme power.

Diocletian devoted much of his effort to reforming Rome's currency, 
which had fallen to a deplorable state in the later third century. He 
stabilized the gold aureus at 1/60th of a Roman pound and, for 
the first time in six decades, issued a new version of the venerable 
denarius in nearly pure silver (today this coin is commonly called 
the argenteus). An impressive large piece in base billon (less than 
2% silver, the main part copper) was introduced (now referred to as 
the follis or nummis), along with several fractional coins for small 
change. Along with the new coinage came a new artistic conception 
of the Imperial image: The four Tetrarchs were depicted with hard, 
angular, heavily stylized and virtually “generic” visages that were 
effectively interchangeable. There can be no doubt that this break 
with the veristic tradition of Roman portraiture was deliberate and, 
as with all of Diocletian’s reforms, highly thought-through. The 
new collegiate Roman government was stating that the individual 
appearance and personality of the rulers mattered less than the 
unified, determined front they represented. The gold aureus seen 
here, produced at the great Syrian metropolis of Antioch, represents 
the epitome of this new style of art, which ironically anticipated 
Christian art of the Middle Ages.

Like Diocletian, Maximian was of hardy Illyrian peasant stock and 
rose through the ranks of the Roman Army during the war-torn later 
third century. Once Diocletian was installed as emperor, he almost 
immediately offered to share power with his old friend, whom he 
seems to have trusted implicitly. Though far less of a thinker than 
Diocletian, Maximian was a better soldier, a fact Diocletian under- 
stood and even appreciated. Maximian thus became Hercules to 
Diocletian’s Jupiter, the man of action following the lead of a great 
planner and organizer. The partnership worked remarkably well, 
and in AD 293 the Dyarchy was expanded to a Tetrarchy with the 
addition of two subordinate rulers, the Caesars Constantius I and 
Galerius. After decades of chaos and dissolution, the fortunes of 
the Roman Empire rose again under the unusual arrangement. The 
Tetrarchs regularized the empire’s finances, restored its frontiers, 
rebuilt its cities, and won signal victories against enemies without 
and within. Some, however, complained about the regimentation 
of Roman society and the heavy burden of taxation. In AD 305, 
after 20 exhausting years of rule, the weary Diocletian declared his 
job finished and formally abdicated. Maximian, perhaps five years 
younger and more in love with power, reluctantly followed suit.

As part of the image associated with the Tetrarchy, Diocletian 
adopted Jupiter as his patron deity and thus formed the “Jovian” 
house of rulers, while Maximian adopted Hercules and thus became 
head of the “Herculean” house. The arrangement survived into the 
Second Tetrarchy, with Galerius and Constantius heading up the 
respective branches, but was soon forgotten after Constantine's rise 
to power.

Flavius Valerius Constantius was a native of Naissus in modern 
Serbia. As was the pattern with many later emperors, he found 
escape from his low social standing in the Roman army and 
rose steadily through the ranks. Along the way, he took a local 
barmaid named Helena as his common-law wife and she bore him 
a son, Constantine, probably in AD 273/4. By AD 284, Constantius 
had been made military governor of Dalmatia. He supported 
Diocletian’s bid for power and was rewarded with a series of impor- 
tant posts in the new regime. In March of AD 293, Diocletian and 
Maximian appointed him Caesar of the West and charged him with 
restoring Britain and northern Gaul, then under the separatist rule 
of the usurper Carausius, to Roman control. Constantius spent 
three years in careful preparations and launched his invasion in 
mid-AD 296, achieving complete surprise and total victory. The 
event was commemorated on a spectacular gold medallion now in 
the Bibliotheque Nationale in Paris, depicting Constantius bringing 
the “Eternal Light” of Rome back to London. He won the reputation 
of a just and compassionate ruler during his years as Caesar. When 
Diocletian issued his edicts of persecution, Constantius, perhaps 
influenced by Helena, effectively ignored them and Christians 
found refuge in his realm.

With Diocletian’s retirement in AD 305, Constantius Chlorus 
became Augustus of the West and technically the senior ruler, but 
his health was failing fast and Galerius was clearly dominant. 
Constantius had to implore Galerius to release his son Constantine, 
serving in the eastern court as hostage to his father’s loyalty, so that 
the young officer could assist in a projected British campaign. The 
two were reunited in early 306 and campaigned jointly against the 
Picts, winning Constantius the title “Britannicus Maximus.” But 
Constantius fell seriously ill that summer and died on July 25. The 
army immediately acclaimed Constantine as Emperor, launching 
the career of one of Rome’s greatest rulers. 


Gold aurei struck by Constantius I during his brief term as 
Augustus are exceedingly rare. This bold piece of the Ticinum mint 
shows a departure from the generic Tetrarchic style of the times and 
depicts Constantius as an individual, with a characteristic hooked 
“Roman” nose that was inherited by his more famous son.

Maximinus II Daza (“the Dacian”), the nephew of Galerius, was 
serving in the imperial bodyguard in AD 305 when his uncle 
plucked him from obscurity and elevated him to the rank of Caesar 
in the Second Tetrarchy. Once established in power in his ter- 
ritories of Egypt and Syria, Daza seems not to have impressed his 
uncle greatly, for he was passed over for promotion twice in the 
chaotic years AD 306-309. In 310, he took matters into his own 
hands by having his troops proclaim him Augustus, setting him 
against four other Augusti (Galerius, Licinius, Constantine and 
the rebel Maxentius) and making a shambles of Diocletian's care- 
fully constructed Tetrarchic system. After Galerius’ death in 311, 
Daza cast himself in his uncle’s mold as the defender of paganism 
and a persecutor of Christianity, placing him in opposition to 
Constantine and Licinius, who favored religious toleration. After 
Constantine crushed Maxentius in 312, Daza attempted to do the 
same to Licinius, invading Thrace the following year with a sizeable 
force of 70,000. But his long forced marches exhausted his troops 
and the outnumbered army of Licinius won a resounding victory at 
the Battle of Tzirallum in AD 313. Daza fled the field dressed as a 
slave, but soon died either of disease or by his own hand. His rule 
had been harsh and his subjects welcomed Licinius as a liberator. 
Christians in particular reviled Daza as the last great Roman per- 
secutor.

Galerius began life as the son of a peasant herdsman near present- 
day Sofia, Bulgaria. His mother Romula was a pagan priestess 
from the far side of the Danube and she seems to have fueled his 
lifelong hatred for Christianity. A large, imposing man, he found a 
career in the military and rose steadily through the ranks, becom- 
ing Praetorian Prefect under Diocletian. On March 1, AD 293, 
Galerius was made Caesar, or Junior Emperor, of the East. In 
AD 296 he marched out to confront the Persian King Narses, but 
suffered a humiliating defeat near Carrhae. Galerius managed to 
save most of his army, but Diocletian was so displeased he ordered 
Galerius to walk on foot before his chariot for more than a mile. 
Chastened, Galerius set about planning revenge. He launched a 
new offensive the following year and this time caught Narses in a 
perfect trap, utterly routing the Persian army and capturing the 
Great King’s entire camp and harem. A huge chunk of the Persian 
Empire fell under Roman control, winning Galerius showers of 
honors. His influence over Diocletian grew steadily, and in AD 302 
he induced his senior to launch the Great Persecution, an all-out 
effort to crush Christianity. The effort only served to create martyr- 
doms and inspire the faithful.

In AD 305, Diocletian abdicated and Galerius became Augustus of 
the East; he had already arranged that the new Caesars, Severus II 
and Maximinus Daza, would be exclusively loyal to him. But the 
death of Constantius the following year launched a chain reac- 
tion of upheaval that threw the Tetrarchic system into chaos, and 
Galerius spent the rest of his reign desperately trying to restore 
some semblance of order. In AD 310 he fell victim to a wasting 
disease that left him horribly disfigured and in constant pain. The 
Christians claimed it was God’s vengeance, and Galerius seems to 
have at least partly believed it, for he ordered the persecution for- 
mally ended just five days before he died in May, AD 311.

Gaius Valerius Licinianus Licinius was born in the early AD 260s. 
Like many other young men of low birth, he joined the Roman Army 
and rose quickly through the ranks. During his career he befriended 
Galerius, who became Caesar in AD 293, and then Augustus upon 
Diocletian’s retirement in AD 305. At the Conference of Carnuntum 
in November, AD 308, Galerius appointed him as Augustus in place 
of the deceased Severus II, thus leapfrogging the legitimate Caesars 
Constantine I and Maximinus II. The death of Galerius in AD 311 
left four men claiming the supreme title of Augustus: Licinius in 
the Balkans, Maxentius in Italy, Constantine I in Gaul and Britain, 
and Maximinus II in Asia Minor and Egypt. Another round of 
civil wars in AD 312-313 saw Constantine defeat Maxentius and 
Licinius victorious over Maximinus. Licinius launched a massacre 
of all potential rivals, including Maximinus children, Galerius’ son, 
and Diocletian’s daughter. Yet he grudgingly accepted Constantine's 
edict of toleration toward Christians and came to a modus vivendi 
with his western counterpart. Tensions rose, with a final civil war 
erupting in AD 324. Constantine landed a series of crushing blows, 
and Licinius retreated with the remnants of his army to Nicomedia 
for a final stand. His wife Constantia intervened and negotiated 
an honorable surrender. Constantine at first allowed him to retire 
to Thessalonica, but executed him in AD 325. Although Licinius 
was a competent soldier and administrator, his many murders 
paint him as an unattractive character. This gold aureus, struck 
at Licinius’ capital of Nicomedia in AD 317-318, depicts him in the 
almost Art Deco style of the later Tetrarchic era. The reverse image 
of Jupiter shows his devotion to the traditional gods of Rome, while 
in the West Constantine's coinage was already beginning to show 
Christian influence.

Like Alexander the Great and Julius Caesar, Constantine the 
Great profoundly transformed the world during his 31 years of 
rule. By embracing Christianity, he gave the Roman world a 
new faith which provided the foundations for the medieval and 
modern worlds. By moving the capital of the Empire from Rome to 
Constantinople, he established the groundwork for the Byzantine 
millennium that followed. His abilities as a military leader and 
administrator solidified the fourth century Roman revival. Among 
his many reforms was an overhaul of Roman gold coinage, under- 
taken circa AD 312-313. The venerable gold aureus, which had seen 
its weight fluctuate wildly over the past century, was replaced by 
a new coin called the solidus, fixed at 1/72nd of a Roman pound. 
This impressive gold solidus exemplifies the return to more realistic 
portraiture that began during Constantius I’s reign. Although in 
lower relief, the diademed bust of Constantine (another innova- 
tion, the diadem was once worn by Hellenistic monarchs as an 
expression of divine kingship) is very much in the style of Trajan’s 
coinage of 200 years before. Even the striding figure of Victory on 
the reverse is carefully and realistically proportioned.

The eldest son of Constantine I, Flavius Julius Crispus was born 
circa AD 295-305 while Constantine was a junior officer in the 
court of the Emperor Diocletian. Apparently, Crispus was the 
only child born of Constantine’s liaison with Minervina, probably 
his common-law wife. After his father became Caesar, Crispus 
could only watch as his mother was set aside (or perhaps she had 
died earlier) so Constantine could marry Fausta, daughter of 
Diocletian's co-ruler Maximian. In late AD 316, Constantine raised 
Crispus to the rank of Caesar and began grooming him for the suc- 
cession. Crispus spent the next few years at Trier on the German 
frontier, honing his skills as a soldier and administrator. In the 
early 320s he oversaw campaigns against the Franks and Alemanni 
and further distinguished himself as his father’s naval commander 
against Licinius in 324, when he won a spectacular victory against 
the larger Licinian fleet in the vicinity of Byzantium. Crispus 
was heaped with honors and seemed fully secure as Constantine's 
primary heir. In AD 326, he traveled to Italy to celebrate his 
father’s 20th anniversary of rule (vicennalia). There, he apparently 
ran afoul of a plot hatched by his stepmother Fausta, who wanted 
to advance her own three sons in the succession arrangements. In 
the summer of AD 326, Crispus was abruptly arrested in the town 
of Pola, charged with some unspecified treasonous offense, and 
beheaded. Soon thereafter, Constantine learned ordered Fausta’s 
execution by being smothered in her steam bath. He supposedly 
later ordered golden statue of Crispus be erected and dedicated “to 
the son I unjustly condemned,” The events of AD 326 so embit- 
tered Constantine that he never returned to Italy, and they may 
have played a role in his decision to move the imperial capital to 
Byzantium, soon renamed Constantinople.

Flavius Claudius Constantinus, second son of Constantine I the 
Great, was probably less than a year old when he was first pro- 
claimed Caesar in AD 316, along with his adolescent half-brother, 
Crispus. The younger Constantine was one of three sons from his 
father’s marriage to Fausta, whose intrigues on behalf of her boys 
eventually led to the execution of Crispus in AD 326, followed by her 
own death a few months later. Thus at the age of 10, Constantine 
II found himself both motherless and senior heir to the Roman 
Empire. His brothers Constans and Constantius II were soon also 
raised to the rank of Caesar, though as eldest Constantine retained 
preeminence. He underwent years of military and governmental 
training, primarily at the Western provincial capital of Trier on the 
German frontier, and accompanied his father on several campaigns. 
In AD 335, the elder Constantine redrafted the succession, bringing 
in his nephews Delmatius and Haniballianus to create an unwieldy 
five-way split of the empire. But when Constantine died in AD 337, 
the three brothers arranged for the execution of the two nephews 
and divided the empire between them.

When Constantine I the Great died in AD 337, his three surviv- 
ing sons, Constantine II, Constans, and Constantius II, divided 
the empire between them. Despite his seniority, Constantine II 
emerged with only Britain, Gaul, Germany and Spain under under 
his control, perhaps the poorest and least populous regions of the 
Empire. Incensed at this treatment, Constantine insisted on his 
own seniority and demanded more territory from his brothers, 
leading Constans and Constantius to form an alliance against him. 
A three-way conference in June of AD 338 failed to resolve their dif- 
ferences. In April of AD 340, Constantine launched an invasion of 
Italy while Constans was away in the Balkans. Expecting little or 
no resistance, Constantine must have been shocked when his army 
was ambushed by a strong force near Aquileia. During the skirmish, 
a chance arrow struck Constantine, killing the 24-year-old emperor. 
Constans’ soldiers threw his body into a nearby river, but it was 
later retrieved and given an honorable burial.

The youngest son of Constantine the Great, Flavius Julius Constans 
Ex Knobloch Collection was born between AD 320 and 323. On Christmas Day in AD 
: 333, his father proclaimed him Caesar, thus making him coequal 
with his elder brothers Constantine II and Constantius II. When 
Constantine died in May of AD 337, Constans at first received only 
Italy and Africa as his sphere, but at a conference late in AD 337, 
his realm was enlarged to include the Balkan territories and Thrace, 
including the prestigious capital of Constantinople. These had been 
under the control of Constantius I, with whom Constans formed 
an alliance to thwart the dominance of their senior, Constantine 
II. Angered by their collusion, Constantine II invaded Italy in the 
spring of AD 340, but fell into an ambush and perished. In the ter- 
ritorial redistribution, Constans ended up controlling the entire 
Roman West, including Spain, Gaul, Germany and Britain. At 
first, he ruled with energy and ability, dealing the Franks a series 
of smashing defeats in AD 341-342 and conducting operations in 
Britain along Hadrian’s Wall in AD 343. He also took a keen inter- 
est in religious affairs. Although both were Christians, Constans 
favored orthodox Catholicism while his brother supported the 
heretical Arian sect. The dispute deepened at the Council of Serdica 
in AD 342, where Constans strongly backed Bishop Athanasius, an 
archenemy of Arianism. Tensions rose to the brink of war in AD 
346, but the brothers were able to patch up their differences. As 
time went on, Constans sank into indolence and depravity, becom- 
ing known as a despoiler of young boys. His greed was such that he 
increased the already heavy tax burden on his subjects and sold

The third son of Constantine the Great, Constantius II ended 
up as the most successful of Constantine’s heirs. Born in AD 317, 
Flavius Julius Valerius Constantius grew up in the newly domi- 
nant Christian faith. In August of AD 324, he was raised to the 
rank of Caesar along with his younger brother Constans. When 
Constantine died in May of AD 337, Constantius received the 
prosperous Eastern portion of the Roman Empire, including the 
Syrian city of Antioch, which he made his capital. He formed a tacit 
alliance with Constans against the eldest son and senior emperor, 
Constantine II, who died in a fratricidal skirmish in AD 340. In 
the territorial redistribution, Constantius took over the prestigious 
capital city of Constantinople. A long-running border war with 
the Sasanian Persians kept Constantius preoccupied, and when 
Constans was overthrown by the usurper Magnentius in AD 350, 
it took Constantius a year to disengage his army and march west- 
ward to put down the pretender. The eastern and western armies 
clashed at Mursa on September 28, AD 351, in one of the bloodiest 
battles of the century. Magnentius fared worse and retreated, but it 
took Constantius two more years to finally stamp out the rebelion 
and force his rival’s suicide. With the Persians again threaten- 
ing the eastern frontier, Constantius named his cousin Julian as 
Caesar in AD 355 to mind affairs in the west while he returned to 
Antioch. But Julian was too successful, and his popularity roused 
Constantius’ suspicious nature. He forced Julian into open revolt in 
AD 360, but before full-scale civil war could erupt, Constantius fell 
ill and died in on November 3, AD 361. He had reigned with dour, 
plodding competence for 24 years and left a fairly stable and pros- 
perous Empire to his successors.

Born around A.D. 303 to parents of barbarian stock, Flavius 
Magnus Magnentius showed enough talent and initiative to rise 
high in the Roman army during the reigns of Constantine the Great 
and his son, Constans I, emperor of the West. In the 340s, Constans 
appointed Magnentius as commander in his personal guard, the 
Protectores. Whatever his merits, gratitude does not seem to have 
been among them, for in A.D. 350 he began plotting the overthrow 
of his benefactor. At a birthday party for a government minister, 
Magnentius walked in wearing an emperor's purple cloak and 
was immediately hailed by all the soldiers present. Constans, who 
had made himself unpopular with the army, attempted to flee 
to his brother Constantius I, emperor of the East, but was over- 
taken and executed. After putting down the usurper Nepotian in 
Rome, Magnentius solidified his rule in the West appointed his 
brother Decentius as Caesar to fight the Germans on the Rhine. He 
also attempted to enter into negotiations with Constantius, but 
the eastern emperor would hear none of it and vowed to avenge 
his brother’s murder. However, he was preoccupied fighting the 
Persians and had to disengage before he could turn his army against 
the west, which took more than a year. Constantius finally struck in 
the summer of AD 351, but Magnentius defeated his initial thrust 
into Italy and quickly went on the offensive, seizing the strategic 
town of Siscia and forcing a major engagement in the Balkans. 
The clash at Mursa on September 28, AD 351 proved one of the 
costliest battles in Roman history, leaving the ground strewn with 
55,000 dead. Magnentius fared much the worse and retreated back 
into Gaul. Constantius took his time in pursuit, invading Italy 
the following year and methodically tightening the noose around 
Magentius, who was forced to take refuge in the city of Lugdunum. 
Rather than surrender, Magnentius fell on his sword in August of 
AD 353. Decentius followed suit a few days later. 


Magnentius posed as a champion of the common people, a role 
reflected in this gold solidus, where he is usually shown without 
a diadem or other trappings of royalty. The reverse legend also 
carries a populist message, best interpreted as “The Victory of our 
Emperor brings Liberty to the Roman People.”

After seizing the throne, Magnentius’ initial gold coinage tended 
to be slightly heavier than that issued by his rival Constantius 
II. Toward the end of Magnentius’ usurpation, financial straits 
forced a reduction in the gold solidus from the normal weight of 
around 4.5 grams to around 3.7 grams. Reduced-weight solidi are 
known from both the Arles and Trier mints but remain extremely 
rare. Despite having lost a major battle to Constantius II and 
Magnentius’ reduced situation, the reverse still grandly proclaims 
“the Victory of our Emperor brings Liberty to the Roman World.”

As the son of Constantine the Great’s half-brother Julius Constantius, 
Flavius Claudius Julius Constantius Gallus was born in AD 325 
into the third tier of Constantinian princes, who were left out of 
the succession arrangements. When Constantine died in AD 337, 
his sons engineered a massacre of potential rivals that Gallus only 
escaped on account of his youth and ill health. Instead, he was 
sent into exile with his younger half-brother Julian at the fortress 
of Macellum in Cappadocia. Over the next 14 years, he received 
a strict Christian education while under constant surveillance 
by the spies of his suspicious uncle, Constantius II. After such ill 
treatment, it must have come as a shock to Gallus when, early in 
AD 351, Constantius abruptly called him out of exile, arranged 
for him to marry his half-aunt Constantia, and proclaimed him 
Caesar. Gallus was charged with watching the Eastern frontier 
while Constantius moved westward with his army to deal with the 
usurper Magnentius. Gallus and Constantia made a rapid journey 
to the Syrian metropolis of Antioch, where they set up court in mid- 
May. Unfortunately, the years of isolation seem to have scarred 
Gallus’ psyche, for he proved a cruel, capricious and tyrannical 
ruler. His new wife, described by the historian Ammianus as a 
“mortal fury,” seems to have been a kindred spirit. Together, they 
terrorized the Asiatic provinces of the Roman Empire for two years, 
living extravagantly, imposing rapacious taxation on the populace, 
and responding to any disobedience with extreme ferocity. When 
Constantius got wind of the turmoil in the east, he sent an inspec- 
tor-general to investigate. Gallus, however, arranged for the agent 
to be lynched. Aware that he’d crossed a line, Gallus pondered 
outright rebelion, but at this critical juncture Constantia died and 
he seems to have lost his nerve. When Constantius called him to a 
summit meeting at Milan late in AD 354, Gallus meekly assented. 
At Istra on the Italian border, he was arrested, stripped of his title, 
tried for crimes against the state, and beheaded.

This attractive solidus of Rome depicts the young Caesar Julian 
in fighting form, with a close-cropped haircut and wearing a mail 
cuirass with an officer’s cloak, or paludamentum, pinned to his 
left shoulder by a jeweled brooch. Julian II, also known as the 
Apostate, Philosopher, or Hellene, ranks as one of the more con- 
troversial Roman emperors, as his attempt to stand against the 
rising tide of Christianity makes him a villain to some and a hero 
to others. The son of Constantine the Great’s half-brother, Julian 
barely survived a massacre of his branch of the family in AD 337 
and was raised in an atmosphere of austere piety at the remote 
fortress of Macellum in Cappadocia. The theological disputes and 
blood fueds of early Christianity soured him on the faith and made 
him an admirer of classical learning and paganism. He studied 
under several prominent Pagan philosophers in Athens in the AD 
350s and won the friendship and protection of Eusebia, wife of his 
cousin, the Emperor Constantius II. In AD 355 he became Caesar 
under Constantius and was tasked with rescuing Gaul, then suffer- 
ing furious barbarian attack. Lacking any experience of soldiery, 
Julian proved an amazingly quick study and soon led the Roman 
army to a smashing victory over German invaders at Strasbourg 
in AD 357. He also reduced taxation and introduced administra- 
tive reforms that won him enormous popularity in the West and 
alarmed the suspicious Constantius.

Late in AD 359, Constantius ordered Julian to send a third of 
his army to the Eastern front to help fight the Persians. Instead, 
Julian’s legions revolted and proclaimed him Augustus. A full-scale 
civil war was avoided by Constantius’ timely death in AD 361. Now 
sole emperor, Julian brought his reform-minded administration 
to Constantinople and tried to strip the Christian church of its 
privileged position while restoring Paganism to official favor. He 
ran into stiff resistance and even ridicule at all levels, to which his 
touchy personality responded poorly. Perhaps seeking to get away 
from his domestic troubles, he embarked on a massive invasion of 
Persia in AD 363. At first victorious, his army soon suffered Persian 
scorched earth tactics and found itself surrounded, without resup- 
ply, deep in the Iranian desert. Julian rode out with his vanguard to 
repel an attack and fell mortally wounded by a spear thrown either 
by a Persian, or a disgruntled Christian in his own army. Like 
his hero Alexander the Great, he died without naming a successor. 
The army chose Jovian, a Christian, as his replacement, abruptly 
ending the brief Pagan restoration. Despite his unfulfilled legacy, 
Julian's restless intelligence and manifold abilities make him one 
of the most dynamic characters of Late Antiquity, one whose like 
would not be seen again until the Renaissance.

Flavius Jovianus was born in AD 331 in Singidunum, present- 
day Belgrade in Serbia. Strong, handsome, but not terribly bright, 
Jovian found life in an elite military unit much to his liking. A 
later story that Julian dismissed him for refusing to abandon 
Christianity seems to be post-accession propaganda, since by AD 
363 he was placed in command of the Guard and accompanied 
the emperor on his ill-fated invasion of Persia. The Roman force 
was soon trapped without supplies deep in Persian territory, and 
on June 26 Julian died in battle. The following day, the leader- 
ship of the Roman army met to select a new emperor, but found 
itself deeply split between eastern and western factions support- 
ing rival candidates. The Household Guard put Jovian forth as a 
compromise choice, and the general soldiery duly acclaimed him 
emperor. He wasted little time in signing a humiliating peace treaty 
with the Persian King, Shapur, which handed over most of Roman 
Mesopotamia and several key cities, including the strongholds of 
Nisibis and Singara. The historian Ammianus asserts Jovian acted 
too hastily in caving to Persian demands even though the Romans 
had won every major engagement in the war. Returning to Antioch, 
Jovian tried to paint the debacle as a Roman victory, but few were 
fooled. At first he trod carefully in matters of religion and issued 
a call for universal toleration, but did little to stop the inevitable 
Christian backlash against pagans who had prospered under Julian. 
His coins clearly indicate Christianity’s return to official favor. 
After a brief stay in Antioch, Jovian set out for Constantinople early 
in AD 364, stopping at Dadastana in Bithynia for a banquet and 
overnight stay. The following morning, February 17, he was found 
dead in his bedroom, apparently the victim of poisonous fumes 
from a smoking brazier or fresh plaster. Ammianus hints at foul 
play, but after only eight months of rule he had yet to make many 
enemies and his untimely death was most likely accidental.

The last truly great Emperor of the West, Valentinian I was born 
in AD 321 to a Pannonian soldier of peasant stock. He received a 
solid education and followed his father into the army, becoming a 
cavalry officer and winning distinction under Constantius II. His 
Christianity alienated him from the pagan Julian II and he was 
demoted and banished to Egypt in the early 360s. After Julian’s 
defeat and death in Persia in AD 363, his successor Jovian recalled 
Valentinian and placed him in command of the elite Scholarian 
Guard. Upon Jovian’s death only a few months later, leaders of the 
Roman army met proclaimed Valentinian emperor on February 
25, AD 364. Valentinian appointed his younger brother Valens co- 
emperor and placed him in charge of the East, while Valentinian 
himself took command of the more seriously threatened West. 
Valentinian made Milan his provisional capital but spent most 
of his time on the German frontier strengthening fortifications 
and battering barbarian tribes into submission. Concerned that 
the burden of taxation was falling too heavily upon the poor, he 
appointed officers called “Protectors of the People” who made 
sure the rich paid their fair share. Though the Senatorial class 
deeply resented him as an uncultured brute, Valentinian possessed 
a firm understanding of administration as well as an appreci- 
ation for art and literature. He also followed a policy of strict 
religious tolerance, unlike rulers before and after him. He did, 
however, have a ferocious temper. After eleven successful years of 
rule, Valentinian’s temper got the better of him during an audience 
with several Germanic chieftains in November AD 375. When they 
failed to show him proper respect, the emperor flew into a rage and 
suffered an apoplectic stroke. His death proved a great tragedy for 
the Empire, as a man of his skill and energy might have averted the 
catastrophes that soon followed.

Born around AD 328, Flavius Julius Valens followed his brother, 
Valentinian, into the imperial Household Guard, but did not take 
well to soldiering and opted instead for a bureaucratic career. 
In February of AD 364, his life took an unexpected turn when 
Valentinian was proclaimed emperor. Valentinian quickly decided 
the empire was too unwieldy for one man to rule and elevated 
Valens to the rank of joint emperor on March 28, AD 364, with 
Valentinian taking the more seriously threatened West while Valens 
ruled the seemingly stable East. Valens had a sullen, suspicious 
disposition, however, and his persecution of other imperial can- 
didates brought about the rebelion of Procopius in AD 365-366, 
which was only put down with great difficulty. Seeking military 
glory, Valens invaded Visigothic territory in AD 367 and 369 and 
fought the Persians to a standstill in AD 376. In that same year, 
the Huns poured into eastern Europe and started a chain reaction 
that would shake the Empire to its foundations. Hard pressed by 
the Huns, the Goths petitioned Valens for entry and settlement 
within Roman territory. Seeing the hardy Goths as an answer to 
his military recruitment problems, Valens agreed, but the orderly 
migration quickly got out of control and greedy Roman merchants 
and bureaucrats began exploiting the immigrants, forcing them 
into open revolt. Under the leadership of their chieftain Fritigern, 
the Goths ravaged the Balkans and defeated the small Roman 
forces sent against them. Gathering a substantial field army, Valens 
moved to meet the Gothic host near Adrianople, Thrace, in AD 378. 
His unduly hasty attack, utilizing atrocious tactics, led to the most 
catastrophic Roman defeat since Cannae 600 years earlier. Valens 
died in the fighting and his body was never identified among the 
more than 30,000 Roman corpses littering the battlefield.

The eldest son of Valentinian I, Flavius Gratianus was born at 
Sirmium in AD 359. His course was set by the elevation of his 
father in AD 364; shortly thereafter, Valentinian named his brother 
Valens as co-emperor in the east, while he took charge of the more 
beleaguered west. Gratian was named co-Augustus in AD 367 by 
his father at Ambiani (Amiens) in Gaul. In AD 375, Valentinian 
suffered an apoplectic stroke and died, leaving the western throne 
to the 16-year-old Gratian. A few days later, a cabal led by Gratian’s 
stepmother Justina proclaimed his five-year-old half-brother, 
Valentinian II, as co-emperor. To his credit, Gratian agreed to share 
power with his sibling, with Valentinian and Justina controlling 
Illyria, Italy and Africa, while Gratian ruled the more threatened 
provinces of Gaul, Germany, and Britain. Gratian established 
his court at Trier, Germany, and relied on a counsel of advisors 
headed by the poet Ausonius, who helped maintain good relations 
with the Senate in Rome. Gratian was a devout Christian, however, 
and rejected a request by a pagan faction to restore the statue of 
Victory to the Senate house. He was also the first emperor to refuse 
the title of Pontifex Maximus, or high priest, a position that now 
fell to the Christian Bishop of Rome. In AD 378, a major Gothic 
invasion threatened the East Roman Empire, and Gratian was on 
his way east with reinforcements when his uncle Valens was killed 
in the battle of Adrianople. After careful deliberations, Gratian 
chose the capable Theodosius I as Valens’ replacement. Gratian’s 
youth seemed to promise a long reign, but in AD 383 the duke of 
Britain, Magnus Magnus, proclaimed himself emperor; Gratian’s 
troops, angered at his earlier refusal to raise their pay, deserted to 
the usurper. Gratian fled toward the Alps, but was overtaken at 
Lugdunum and executed on August 25, AD 383, at the age of 24.

The younger son of the mighty Valentinian I by his second wife 
Justina, Flavius Valentinianus was only four years old when his 
father died on November 17, AD 375. Although his 16-year-old 
brother Gratian was already Augustus and should have succeeded, 
the Empress Justina feared a loss of influence and induced a cabal 
of senior officers to proclaim Valentinian II as co-emperor five days 
later. Gratian reacted charitably and agreed to share power with 
his little brother. Valentinian and Justina took jurisdiction over 
western Illyria, Italy and Africa, while Gratian took charge of the 
more threatened provinces of Gaul, Germany, and Britain. The 
dowager empress soon fell into a dispute with the Bishop of Milan, 
Saint Ambrose, who attacked her vanity and frivolity, which eroded 
her influence. Things took a more serious turn in AD 383, when 
Gratian was overthrown by Magnus Maximus. At first, the usurper 
made no move against the weak regime of Valentinian in Milan. 
But in 387, Maximus invaded Italy, forcing Valentinian and his 
mother to flee to Thessalonica and seek protection from Theodosius 
I, Emperor of the East. Theodosius needed little persuading: A 
lightning campaign in AD 388 defeated Maximus and restored 
Valentinian’s authority, now over the entire Western Roman Empire. 
Rather than allow the untried 17-year-old to take full command, 
Theodosius appointed the Frankish general Arbogast as his military 
mentor. Valentinian came to resent Arbogast’s authority and, in 
AD 392, handed Arbogast an order for his dismissal. Arbogast 
merely smiled and tore it up. He, in turn, placed Valentinian under 
comfortable detention at a palace in Vienna. Locked in a gilded 
cage, the 21-year-old emperor despaired and hung himself on May 
15, AD 392, igniting yet another spasm of civil war.

Theodosius I “The Great” was the last man to rule the entire Roman 
Empire and a formative figure for the medieval era. Born in Cauca, 
Spain in AD 346, his father, Theodosius the Elder, was a power- 
ful general in the Roman army under the emperor Valentinian 
I (AD 364-375). The younger Theodosius entered the army as a 
young man and served under his father during the critical British 
campaign of AD 367-368. He won rapid advancement and was 
made governor of Moesia in AD 375, but a period of disgrace 
followed the execution of his father for high treason in AD 376. 
Theodosius retired to his Spanish estates, but the disastrous 
battle of Adrianople in AD 378, in which the Goths smashed the 
Roman field army and killed the East Roman Emperor Valens, 
brought about his recall. Gratian, emperor of the West, appointed 
Theodosius as co-Augustus in January of 379, tasking him with 
restoring the shattered East Roman army and quelling the Gothic 
revolt. Years of arduous campaigning forced the Goths into rela- 
tive submission in AD 382, but the peace treaty settled them in 
Thrace and allowed them a great deal of autonomy. In January of 
AD 383, Theodosius proclaimed his six-year-old son Arcadius as 
co-emperor, but in the same year Gratian was slain and replaced 
by the usurper Magnus Maximus. Civil war broke out in AD 388, 
when Maximus invaded Italy and Theodosius moved west to meet 
and defeat him. Theodosius remained in Italy for three more years 
to settle affairs and returned to Constantinople in AD 391, but the 
usurpation of Eugenius brought about another destructive civil war 
in AD 394, Again, Theodosius won the day, and remained supreme 
over both halves of the Empire until his premature death in January 
of AD 395. His incompetent sons Arcadius and Honorius succeeded 
him, setting the stage for Rome’s rapid decline and fall. A zealous 
Catholic, Theodosius had issued numerous edicts against pagan- 
ism that effectively made Christianity the empire’s state religion, 
leading later church authorities to hail him as “the Great.”

The younger son of Theodosius I the Great, Honorius was 
proclaimed Augustus in AD 393 at the age of nine, making him the- 
oretically co-equal with his father and his older brother Arcadius. 
Unfortunately, Theodosius fell ill and died in January of AD 395, 
leaving his young, untried sons in charge of an Empire beset by 
mounting crises. Honorius was given charge of the western half 
of the Empire while Arcadius ruled the east. However, neither boy 
showed any particular spark of intelligence of leadership, and both 
were dominated by powerful military men. The general Flavius 
Stilicho served as the effective regent for Honorius, and Stilicho’s 
hatred toward his counterpart in the east soon plunged both halves 
of the empire into a bitter cold war. Meanwhile, the Visigothic king 
Alaric, ostensibly a Roman ally, began exploiting the situation by 
ravaging Thrace and Italy. Stilicho defeated and cornered Alaric 
twice, but each time let him escape. In AD 405, another huge 
barbarian horde swept into Italy and threatened Rome. Stilicho 
managed to surround and destroy this rabble, but to do so he had 
to pull troops from the Rhine and Danube frontiers, allowing fresh 
waves of invaders to plunder Roman Germany, Gaul, and Spain. 
While chaos engulfed the Roman world, Honorius remained holed 
up in the fortress city of Ravenna, tending his pet chickens. When 
he did rouse himself to action, it only made things worse, as when 
he ordered Stilicho’s arrest and execution in AD 408. In AD 410, the 
Visigoths sacked Rome, the first time foreign invaders had entered 
the city in more than 800 years. Usurpers popped up as the Western 
Empire fragmented, yet Honorius reined grimly on like the static 
figurehead of a foundering ship. His longevity as emperor in such 
tumultuous times, and the loyalty shown him by far more talented 
men, remain baffling to this day.

While the early fifth century AD saw the West Roman frontier 
collapse under waves of barbarian invaders, the island province 
of Britain remained relatively unscathed. The Roman legions in 
Britain watched in horror as Germanic hordes ravaged Germany, 
Gaul and Spain, while the feeble emperor Honorius did little more 
than play with his pet chickens. Accordingly, the British legions 
took matters into their own hands and raised up Flavius Claudius 
Constantinus, known to history as Constantine III, in the spring of 
AD 407. Although only a common soldier, he appears to have had 
some charisma and no little ability. Crossing the channel with a 
small army, he fought his way across Gaul against both barbarian 
invaders and Roman forces sent by Honorius to crush him before 
setting up court in Arles in May of AD 408. Spain, too, offered 
him recognition. Flush with success, Constantine made his son 
Constans co-emperor. He wrote letters to Honorius in AD 409 
offering a pact of mutual support. Honorius responded favorably, 
sending Constantine a purple Imperial robe. But at the peak of his 
success, Constantine’s closest backer, the general Gerontius, revolt- 
ed and made common cause with the Visigoths, costing him all of 
his hard-won territory in Spain. Early in AD 411, Constans was 
captured and killed by Gerontius, who next besieged Constantine 
at Arles. An army sent by Honorius soon appeared on the scene, but 
instead of rescuing Constantine, it renewed the siege and demand- 
ed his surrender. Cornered, Constantine attempted to take vows for 
the priesthood, but the gesture proved futile and he was captured 
and executed on the orders of Honorius.

The daughter of Theodosius I, Galla Placidia was born in AD 
392 and proved to be a much more formidable character than her 
weakling brothers, Honorius and Arcadius. She would need such 
fortitude for, following the siege of Rome in 408-410, she was cap- 
tured and held hostage by Visigoths. Whether by coercion or choice, 
she soon wed Atualf, son and successor of King Alaric. Perhaps she 
hoped the wedding would spur a modus vivendi between Roman 
and Barbarian, but if so her hopes were dashed by the murder of 
Ataulf in AD 416. A swap of hostages returned her to the Western 
Roman court, and in AD 417 Honorius married her off to the 
elderly general Constantius III, later briefly co-Emperor of the 
West. Although the union was not a happy one, it did produce 
a son and daughter. After the death of Constantius in AD 421, 
Honorius began to show a strange, incestuous attraction to his 
sister and she fled to the East Roman court of Theodosius II. When 
Honorius died in AD 423 and the Western throne was usurped by 
Johannes, Placidia returned with a sizeable army to depose the 
usurper in favor of her five-year-old son, who was duly installed as 
Valentinian III. She remained in Italy, ruling the Western Empire 
as regent until her son came of age, and played a major role in 
political and religious affairs until her death in AD 450. Her mau- 
soleum in Ravenna is a masterpiece of early Medieval architecture 
and is a UNESCO World Heritage site.

Justa Gratia Honoria’s career was nearly as colorful as that of her 
mother, Galla Placidia, though certainly not in a constructive sense. 
A typically hot-blooded Theodosian empress, Honoria grew restless 
in her brother’s court and sought solace in indiscreet affairs with 
servants and courtiers. Placidia sought to curb Honoria’s activities 
by marrying her off to an old, respectable senator. Honoria rebeled 
by sending her signet ring to a man she regarded as a more excit- 
ing suitor, Attila the Hun, who took it as a proposal for marriage, 
demanded half the Western Empire as a dowry, and launched a 
massive invasion of Gaul to claim his prize.

The last heroic character to occupy the western Roman throne, 
Flavius Julius Valerius Majorianus was born ca. AD 420 to an $50 to $1500. Those lots will also be on 
aristocratic Roman family. His mother was daughter of the elder 

Majorianus, who served as Master of Soldiers to Theodosius I (AD view at the CICF show. 
379-395), while his father was a financial officer during the long 
reign of Valentinian III (AD 430-455). Majorian entered military 
service at an early age and distinguished himself in battle, as well as 
cutting a dashing figure at court. When Valentinian III was mur- 
dered in AD 455, his widow Licinia Eudoxia favored Majorian as 
his replacement, but was outmaneuvered by the usurper Petronius 
Maximus. Majorian then allied himself with the powerful barbar- 
ian general Ricimer, master of soldiers under the emperor Avitus, 
whom they deposed late in October of AD 456. After a six-month 
“interregnum,” Majorian was hailed as emperor by Ricimer and his 
troops on April 1, AD 457. His letter to the Roman Senate setting 
forth his military and domestic policies is one of the few reliable 
documents to have survived from this shadowy period. Majorian 
spent most of the next two years leading military expeditions into 
Spain and Gaul, regions that had virtually broken away from 
Roman authority. Defeats were dealt to the Visigoths, Burgundians, 
and Vandals, the first such Roman victories in decades. Coinage 
struck in his name by the Visigoths (including this rare gold solidus) 
show his efforts met with considerable success. He next prepared to 
launch an invasion of North Africa to eject the Vandals from their 
home base, but before he could embark, the Vandals attacked and 
captured his fleet at Cartagena late in AD 459. The disaster fatally 
crippled Majorian’s regime. Forced to conclude a humiliating peace 
treaty, Majorian attempted to return to Italy. But after dismissing 
his bodyguard in Gaul, he was intercepted, arrested and executed 
by his former ally Ricimer, who appointed the docile Libius Severus 
in his stead.

The short, troubled reign of Procopius Anthemius represents the 
Roman world’s last chance at unity in the face of the disasters that 
would shortly overwhelm its western half. Born into a distinguished 
and wealthy Constantinopolitan family, Anthemius was highly 
regarded as a general and magistrate, and had been considered a 
prime candidate for the East Roman throne when his father-in-law, 
the emperor Marcian, died in AD 457. Instead, Leo I got the job, but 
Anthemius took the setback in stride and won a series of military 
victories over the Goths and Huns on Leo’s behalf. In the mid AD 
460s, Vandal raids on Greece convinced Leo that he needed to coop- 
erate with the West Roman regime headed by the half-barbarian 
generalissimo Ricimer. In AD 467, with Ricimer’s approval, Leo 
appointed Anthemius to the vacant western throne. Anthemius 
reached Rome on April 12 and was duly hailed as Augustus by the 
Senate, but many Italians viewed him as a Greek interloper and this 
colored his relations with the locals from the outset. In AD 468, a 
massive joint naval expedition against the Vandals in North Africa 
came to grief, badly undermining Anthemius’ position. Visigothic 
gains in Gaul further eroded his popularity over the next few 
years and caused a dangerous rift to develop between Anthemius, 
who ruled from Rome, and Ricimer, based in Milan. Leo tried to 
mediate by sending a highborn envoy named Olybrius to Italy in 
the spring of AD 472, but Ricimer decided Olybrius would prove a 
more pliable puppet emperor and marched against Rome to depose 
Anthemius. Rome underwent a three-month siege and finally fell 
to a determined attack on the Pons Aelius. Anhemius donned the 
garb of a beggar and tried to escape, but was identified, captured 
and beheaded, probably on July 11, AD 472. Olybrius replaced 
him but survived only a few months before dying of dropsy. The 
brief, disastrous civil war made a final split with the East inevi- 
table and sealed the doom of West Roman Empire. 


The gold coinage of Anthemius reflects his origins by following the 
convention for frontal portraiture found on East Roman and later 
Byzantine coins. The reverse of this incredible Rome-mint gold 
solidus celebrates the supposed unity of East and West empires by 
showing Anthemius and Leo together supporting a long cross, on 
which rests, according to the legend, the “Health of the Republic.”

The last “legitimate” Roman emperor of the West, Julius Nepos was 
the nephew of the patrician Marcellinus, virtual ruler of Dalmatia 
in the fragmented West Roman Empire of the later fifth century 
AD. The family also had close ties with the East Roman regime, 
and Nepos married a niece of the East Roman Emperor Leo (AD 
457-474). When the Western Roman throne became vacant in 
AD 473, Leo contemplated ruling the whole empire himself. But 
when the Western Master of Soldiers Gundobad raised a minor 
nobleman named Glycerius to the purple, Leo decided the affront 
could not be tolerated and appointed Nepos in his stead. Nepos 
arrived in Italy with a small coterie of soldiers in the spring of 
AD 474 and marched on Ravenna, where Glycerius surrendered 
without a fight. Glycerius was packed off to Dalmatia to serve as 
bishop of Salonae, while Nepos took charge of the state and tried to 
arrest the Western Empire's terminal decline. The Roman peoples 
of Gaul initially supported Nepos (the poet Sidonius praises him 
as a “true emperor in character no less than prowess”), but lost 
enthusiasm when his ambitious plans came to nothing. The Roman 
Senate also resented him as a foreigner imposed by the East Roman 
regime. In the summer of AD 474, his master of soldiers Orestes 
rebelled and led an army to Ravenna, where Nepos was holed up. 
His support having evaporated, Nepos took ship for his homeland 
of Dalmatia on August 28, AD 475. Orestes had his young son 
Romulus Augustus acclaimed emperor, but he “reigned” only 10 
months before being deposed by the warlord Odovacer in mid AD 
476. Meanwhile, Nepos continued to claim the title Emperor of the 
West and ran a court in exile in Dalmatia. Coinage continued to 
be minted in his name during this “second reign,” including this 
piece, likely struck at an Italian or Gallic mint under German or 
Visigothic control. Nepos was still plotting his return to power when 
he was murdered in AD 480 by agents of Glycerius, the man he had 
deposed six years earlier.

The political situation in Italy during the years AD 474-180 was 
extremely confused, to say the least. The “official” Emperor of the 
West, Julius Nepos, was deposed from the imperial seat of Ravenna 
in 475 and replaced by Romulus Augustus, the adolescent son of 
the Magister Militum Orestes; Nepos fled to Dalmatia and led a 
court-in-exile there. Romulus Augustus, in turn, was overthrown 
in mid-476 by the Germanic warlord Odovacer, who styled himself 
“king of Italy” and sent word to the Eastern Emperor Zeno (who had 
only recently regained the throne after the usurpation of Basiliscus) 
that a Western emperor was no longer needed and that he would 
rule Italy as regent for the East Roman regime. Zeno also received a 
deputation from Julius Nepos, requesting that he be restored to the 
throne. Zeno gave a ambiguous response to both envoys, accepting 
Odovacer'’s authority as regent but requesting that Nepos continue 
to be recognized as emperor of the West. This rare solidus reflects 
the complexities of the era, struck in Ravenna under the actual 
control of Odovacer and the titular rule of Nepos, but in the name 
of the East Roman Emperor Zeno.

Born in AD 377 to the able Theodosius I (AD 379-395), Arcadius 
was proclaimed co-emperor with his father on January 19, AD 383. 
His education was entrusted to the foremost scholars of the day, but 
Arcadius proved slow-witted and uninterested in academic or mili- 
tary affairs. In AD 393, his equally dull younger brother Honorius 
was raised to the rank of co-Augustus. When Theodosius left in AD 
394 to put down the usurper Eugenius in Italy, he took Honorius 
with him and left Arcadius in titular charge of Constantinople. 
Theodosius never returned, dying in Milan on January 17, AD 
395, and suddenly both halves of the Roman Empire were under 
the nominal rule of two untried youths. Although the fiction of 
imperial unity was maintained, Arcadius and Honorius were 
both dominated by powerful military men, Rufinus in the East 
and Stilicho in the West, whose personal enmity created a cold war 
atmosphere between the two courts. The conflict only deepened 
after Stilicho arranged for Rufinus’ murder late in AD 395; his 
replacement, Eutropius, was even more hostile toward the West. 
While the two regimes squabbled, the Visigoths, who had settled 
in Thrace, rebelled under their charismatic king Alaric and began 
ravaging Greece. Arcadius was forced to name Alaric as Master of 
Soldiers for the Balkans to keep him in check. In AD 399, Arcadius’ 
energetic wife Aelia Eudoxia asserted control over his government 
and enticed Alaric to attack the poorly defended West, a move that 
ultimately caused the sack of Rome. Eudoxia gave Arcadius a son 
in AD 401, but died of a miscarriage in AD 404, placing the regime 
in the hands of the capable Anthemius. Arcadius’ death in AD 408 
due to an unknown illness caused barely a ripple at Constantinople, 
and the Byzantine bureaucracy that had taken root during his list- 
less rule continued to manage affairs under his son, Theodosius II.

Despite having the longest reign of any Roman Emperor, Theodosius 
II left scarcely a mark on his era. Flavius Theodosius was born at 
Constantinople in AD 401, during the reign of his father Arcadius, 
who proclaimed him co-Augustus nine months later. Arcadius died 
of a sudden illness in AD 408, leaving the East Roman Empire 
in the care of a seven-year-old boy. Fortunately, Theodosius was 
ably served by subordinates and relatives, mainly his elder sister 
Pulcheria, who like many Theodosian women was much stronger 
than the men in her family. The East Roman Army was also well 
led, keeping the barbarians at bay and defeating the Persians in 
AD 421. As he came of age, Theodosius began to assume more 
control over imperial affairs. In AD 423, the Western emperor 
Honorius died and a usurper named Johannes gained control of 
Rome. Theodosius sent a military task force to depose Johannes 
and install his young cousin Valentinian III, under the regency of 
his powerful aunt Galla Placidia. This was accomplished in AD 
425, and for many years the East and West Roman Empires enjoyed 
good relations. But a new threat soon emerged in the form of the 
Huns under the infamous Attila, who began ravaging the outlay- 
ing provinces of the Eastern empire in the mid 430s. Theodosius 
was forced to buy peace through humiliating concessions and the 
payment of more than 50,000 gold solidi annually. A gentle and 
scholarly man, Theodosius lacked the martial fortitude to lead 
his armies against Attila, although buying him off was perhaps 
the better option. However, Theodosius did order construction of 
a massive circuit of walls around Constantinople which enabled it 
to remain unconquered for nearly a millennium thereafter. After a 
reign of 48 years, Theodosius died of injuries suffered in a fall from 
his horse.

A soldier with a distinguished career in the East Roman army, 
Marcian chosen to succeed the long-reigning Theodosius II, prob- 
ably through the influence of the empress Aelia Pulcheria and the 
semi-barbarian general Aspar. Pulcheria legitimized his position 
by marrying him, joining him to the Theodosian dynastic line, then 
promptly retired to a nunnery. Marcian proved a a stern and able 
ruler, particularly in his dealings with the Huns. He refused to pay 
Attila the annual indemnity of 2,100 pounds of gold that had been 
promised by his weakling predecessor, remarking “I have iron for 
Attila, but no gold.” He prepared the army to meet the inevitable 
Hun attack, but Attilla promptly died on his wedding night, and 
his formidable Hunnic empire immediately disintegrated. Marcian 
spent most of his reign in reform, retrenchment and consolodation, 
husbanding the East Roman Empire's resources against the coming 
storms. He also dabbled in Christian theology by calling together 
the Fourth Oecumenical Council in Ephesus, which confirmed 
and strengthened the Nicene Creed and recognized the primacy 
of the Pope, although conferring equal authority on the patriarch 
of Constantinople. After a productive and mostly peaceful reign of 
seven years, Marcian died in AD 457. He was so fondly remembered 
that future East Roman emperors were sworn in with the admoni- 
tion to “reign like Marcian!”

Aelia Pulcheria, the daughter, sister and wife to three different 
East Roman emperors, played a critical role in maintaining the 
stability of the East Roman regime in the tumultuous early to 
mid fifth century AD. Born circa AD 398 to Arcadius and Aelia 
Eudoxia, she had a far more dominating personality than her timid 
younger brother, Theodosius II. When Arcadius died in AD 408 
and Theodosius ascended the throne at the age of seven, Pulcheria 
took upon herself the role of her brother’s protector. In AD 414 
she came of age and the Senate declared her Augusta, or Empress, 
whereupon she took over the regency herself. She declared her 
intent to remain a virgin (possibly to avoid a political marriage), 
and took her brother’s education into her own hands, seeing to it 
he learned how to look, act, and perform rituals like an Emperor; 
however he lacked backbone, which she had to provide to keep 
the Theodosian regime in undisputed power. Under her guidance 
the East Roman Empire successfully intervened in the West and 
installed her nephew, Valentinian III, on the throne (AD 424-425), 
while to the East, a brief war against Persia was successfully pros- 
ecuted (AD 421). When Theodosius was killed in a riding accident 
in AD 450, Pulcheria briefly ruled as sole empress before bowing 
to demands that she marry and thus chose a suitable man to rule 
as Augustus. She wisely chose the lowborn but capable Marcian, 
who proved to be the strong, even-handed ruler the Empire needed. 
Pulcheria died in AD 453, having kept her vows of virginity and 
defense of her Imperial dynasty for a half-century.

Born of humble origins in a barely civilized portion of Thrace, 
Flavius Valerius Leo entered the East Roman army at an early age 
and became a protegé of Aspar, the powerful half-German Master 
of Soldiers under Theodosius II and Marcian. When Marcian died 
in AD 457, Aspar nominated Leo as Emperor, probably to block the 
accession of the former ruler’s son-in-law Anthemius. Once installed 
in power, Leo turned the tables on his old mentor by slowly breaking 
the power of the Germanic soldiery who had established a virtual 
stranglehold on Constantinople. He did this by replacing them 
with warriors of the equally fierce Isaurian tribe from his native 
Thrace. Although only marginally more civilized than the Germans, 
the Isaurians were at least nominally Romans. Their tribal chief- 
tain, Tarasicodissa, became Leo's right-hand man and married 
his daughter Ariadne, adopting more proper-sounding name of 
Zeno. Though emperor of the East, Leo frequently involved himself 
in affairs of the West Roman Empire. In AD 467, he appointed his 
former rival Anthemius as Emperor of the West; when his regime 
collapsed five years later, Leo installed Julius Nepos as his replace- 
ment. Despite these interventions, the Western Empire continued its 
downward spiral unabated and would survive his reign by only two 
years. Unfortunately, the one major military exploit of Leo’s reign, 
a huge and expensive expedition to recover North Africa from the 
Vandals in AD 469, ended in unmitigated disaster due to the incom- 
petence of its commander, the general Basiliscus. Leo, however, 
managed to deflect blame onto Aspar and ordered his execution in 
AD 471. This and other judicial murders earned Leo a reputation 
for bloody-mindedness. Nevertheless, Leo was called “the Great” 
by later generations, probably due to his doggedness, his ability to 
bounce back from many setbacks, and for his survival in power for 
17 years in so tumultuous an age. Leo’s immediate successor was 
his grandson Leo II, though the child died within months and the 
throne passed to the boy’s father and Leo's son-in-law, Zeno. 


This gold solidus of Leo follows the by-now almost generic pattern 
of East Roman coinage, depicting him with highly stylized features 
in a frontal pose wearing full military garb. The figure of Victory on 
the reverse still reflects the old Pagan traditions of Rome, although 
she holds a Christian cross.

During his long, tumultuous reign, Leo I “The Great” relied on 
a Romanized Isaurian chieftain, Zeno, to do much of the reign’s 
heavy lifting and dirty work. To cement the relationship, he 
married his daughter Ariadne to Zeno; about AD 467 she bore 
him a son who was named Leo after his grandfather. When Leo 
I died on January 18, 474, the child ascended to the East Roman 
Throne as Leo II, but it soon became clear he needed a protector 
and the Byzantine Senate named his father Zeno as co-Augustus 
on February 9. The child fell ill toward the end of the year and died 
in November, leaving the unpopular Zeno as sole ruler. Rumors 
flourished that Zeno had poisoned his own son, but this seems as 
unlikely as it was unnecessary. 


The very rare gold coinage of the brief joint reign depicts an 
armored figure on the obverse, presumably Zeno, while the reverse 
depicts the two rulers seated in a double throne. Interestingly, the 
smaller of the two figures, Leo II, is seated to the left, in the “senior” 
position. This variety, unrecorded and possibly unique, omits the 
ET (“and”) in the obverse legend and simply runs the two names 
together. This, coupled with the lack of an officina number, indi- 
cates it was struck at the very outset of the brief joint reign.

Basiliscus was the brother of the empress Verina, the formidable 
wife of Leo I. In 468 Leo put him in command of an immense task 
force sent to recover North Africa from the Vandals. The entire 
costly enterprise came to grief when the Vandals set fire to the fleet 
while at anchorage, a distaster partly caused by Basiliscus’ failure 
to take basic precautions. Nevertheless, probably due to his sister's 
influence, he survived the debacle with his high standing intact. 
Upon the death of Leo in AD 474, Verina tried to arrange affairs so 
she could rule the Empire through two docile figureheads, her son- 
in-law Zeno and her infant grandson Leo II. When the boy died and 
Zeno showed signs of wanting to rule on his own, Verina hatched 
another scheme to put her lover, Patricius, on the throne with the 
help of Basiliscus, who controlled the city garrison. Zeno was duly 
induced to flee Constantinople, but Basiliscus seized the throne 
for himself and further enraged his powerful sister by executing 
Patricius. Basiliscus’ position became even more precarious when 
it turned out he was a Monophysite heretic, pitting him against the 
Eastern Empire's Orthodox religious authorities. He also managed 
to alienate two leading generals, who switched their allegiance back 
to Zeno. After 20 chaotic months, Zeno reentered the capital in 
August, 276 and deposed Basiliscus in a bloodless coup. Basiliscus 
and his family were exiled to Cappadocia and starved to death, ful- 
filling Zeno’s promise not to “shed their blood.” The anarchy which 
gripped the Eastern Empire throughout AD 475-476 prevented it 
from intervening in Western affairs; consequently it went almost 
unnoticed when the Western Roman Empire slipped entirely under 
the control of the Germanic chieftain Odovacer, thus bringing it to 
an end.

Marcus Julius Philippus, also known as “Philip the Arab,” was born 
during the reign of Septimius Severus (AD 193-211) in the Roman 
province of Arabia, in what today is the village of Shahba, roughly 
55 miles south-southeast of Damascus. The village was obscure at 
the time of Philip’s birth and its original name is unknown. Likewise, 
little is known of Philip’s father, save his name, Julius Marinus. This 
name, however, indicates that the family held Roman citizenship, 
perhaps having attained it two and a half centuries before through 
the patronage of Julius Caesar himself. We have further evidence 
that Marinus and his family must have been locally prominent: 
One historical source refers to Philip as the “son of an Arab chief- 
tain,” which would mean Julius Marinus held a high tribal position 
in addition to his citizenship. After Philip reached the throne in AD 
244, he renamed his hometown Philippopolis (the original name is 
unknown) and embarked on a major building campaign to beautify 
it. He also deified his deceased father, Julius Marinus, and the local 
authorities began striking coins depicting his image being born to 
heaven on the back of an eagle, a visual depiction of deification. 
The coinage was quite limited, consisting of two bronze denomi- 
nations, and confined to the immediate vicinity of Philippopolis, 
though the legend S C on the reverse indicates the issue had been 
authorized by the Roman Senate, perhaps as a show of respect for 
the new emperor. Coins of Julius Marinus remain quite rare today 
and the issue is of the few examples of a third century Roman coin 
depicting a personage who was not a Roman emperor or empress.

Antinotis was a handsome Bithynian youth whom Hadrian probably 
noticed on his visit to Bithynium-Claudiopolis in 123/4. According 
to Hadrian's recent biographer Anthony Birley, Antinoiis likely 
found a “discreet place” in Hadrian’s entourage and accompanied 
the peripatetic emperor on his various journeys. His unmistakable 
face is seen in the background on a series of marble relief roundels 
depicting Hadrian and his companions on a lion hunt, which were 
later reused on the Arch of Constantine. Their relationship came to 
a mysterious end during Hadrian’s visit to Egypt in 130. During a 
barge trip up the Nile, Antinotis drowned, probably on October 24. 
In his memoirs, Hadrian insisted the youth’s death was an accident, 
but other historians implied either that Hadrian had killed him in 
some sacrificial rite, or that Antinotis had committed ritual suicide 
to preserve Hadrian’s health. Whatever the true story, Hadrian’s 
grief was such that he deified the youth and founded the city of 
Antinoopolis near the spot of his drowning. The cult of Antinotis 
spread rapidly throughout the Greek east, making him the last 
of the truly popular Pagan gods. His sculpted image also became 
ubiquitous as the very personification of male beauty. Antinoiis is 
extensively honored on the Roman provincial coinage of the East, 
particularly in Bithynia and Egypt, but is totally absent from the 
official Roman coinage, since the Romans regarded their emperor's 
open and unashamed display of “Greek love” as an embarrass- 
ment. On this exceptional bronze drachm of Alexandria, Antinoiis 
is shown with the attributes of Horus and Mercury, two divinities 
who were often represented as handsome youths.

Although Augustus regularized the Roman coinage system and 
established the large orichalcum (or brass) sestertius as its foun- 
dation, coins of this denomination with his portrait were never 
struck in Rome during his lifetime. Late in his long reign, the 
important Gallic mint city of Lugdunum began striking sestertii 
with an idealized head of Augustus, similar to the portrait seen 
on the widely-circulating silver denarii of the same city, backed 
with the facade of the Great Altar of Lugdunum constructed by the 
general Nero Claudius Drusus in 12 BC. These portrait sestertii 
were evidently struck in relatively large numbers, but saw heavy 
circulation and are rarely seen today in anything other than heavily 
worn condition. The present example certainly ranks among the 
best specimens of the type we have ever seen offered, with negligible 
wear and completely natural, unadulterated surfaces.

One of the first acts of Claudius, after his accession as emperor, 
was to propose that the late Livia, wife of Augustus, be deified. The 
Senate granted this honor in AD AD 42, 13 years after her death, 
and the appropriate celebrations were made.

Vipsania Agrippina was born in 14 BC to Julia the Elder, daughter 
of Caesar Augustus, and to his right-hand-man Marcus Agrippa. 
Though her Julio-Claudian family was the most powerful in 
the Empire, it was also shot through with intrigue, tension, and 
untimely death. Her father died when she was only two. A few years 
later Augustus exiled her mother for serial adultery, effectively 
orphaning her and her three brothers, who were taken into the 
imperial household and raised by the emperor and his wife, the 
arch-manipulator Livia Drusilla. In the drama-filled last decade of 
Augustus’ reign, all three of her brothers died young, or were mur- 
dered, clearing the path for the succession of Livia’s son Tiberius. 
Agrippina was also married during this span, between 1 BC and 
AD 5, to Germanicus, the charismatic nephew of Tiberius and 
her own second maternal cousin. Though supremely political, the 
union was also very happy and the couple eventually had nine chil- 
dren, including the future emperor Gaius ‘Caligula’ and empress 
Agrippina the Younger. All ancient historians agree Agrippina was 
a model of rectitude and matronly virtue; she also went beyond 
the traditional role of a Roman wife and mother in accompany- 
ing Germanicus on risky military campaigns and foreign postings. 
The Roman people admired her courage; however she also had an 
imperious nature and longed for the day when her husband would 
inherit supreme power. The mysterious death of Germanicus while 
on a diplomatic mission in the East in AD 19 dashed these hopes. 
Agrippina believed Tiberius and/or Livia had a hand in his demise 
and made no secret of her suspicions. This put her squarely in the 
crosshairs of Sejanus, Tiberius’ unscrupulous Praetorian prefect, 
who waged a patient campaign to undermine her in the eyes of 
Tiberius and the public. In AD 29 she was charged with treason 
and banished to a remote island; repeatedly abused and starved, 
she died four years later. Upon the death of Tiberius, her son Gaius 
‘Caligula’ became emperor and rehabilitated his mother’s reputa- 
tion, striking this handsome sestertius to mark the occasion when 
her ashes were formally returned to Rome and interred in the mau- 
soleum of Augustus.

By AD 71, the Roman Empire had experienced five straight years of 
warfare that had devastated the economy and threatened the very 
foundations of the state. Starting with the Jewish War (AD 66-70) 
and proceeding through successive civil wars in the Year of the Four 
Emperors (AD 68-69) and the Batavian Rebellion (AD 69-70), the 
entire populace had suffered from instability, privation and caprice.

Among the most famous monuments of Antiquity is Rome’s 
Colosseum, formally known as the Flavian Amphitheater, so named 
after the dynasty that built it. Flavius Vespasianus (A.D. 69-79), 
began its construction in AD 71 on the site of Nero’s sumptuous 
Golden House. It was Rome's first permanent outdoor amphitheater, 
and it was built on a scale not to be exceeded for the next eighteen 
centuries. Vespasian dedicated the partially completed structure in 
AD 75; however the final touches, including the top tiers of arches 
and seating, were not completed until June, AD 80, under his son 
and successor Titus. This remarkable coin was issued to mark 
the occasion. The die engraver did a exemplary job depicting the 
mammoth structure in surprising detail, carefully depicting the 
exterior tiers of arches and the decorative statuary within each arch, 
as well as the spectators crowded within. Even the interior staircas- 
es arched entrance ways and the Imperial box are depicted. To the 
left of the central structure stands a huge, conical fountain called 
the Meta Sudans; to the right is a porticoed building usually identi- 
fied as the Baths of Titus, formerly part of Nero’s Golden House.

Rejecting the intellectuality of his father, Commodus favored 
the physicality of the Arena and fancied himself as “the Roman 
Hercules,” a great athlete, hunter and gladiator. On this remark- 
able sestertius he depicts himself as Hercules on the reverse, 
clasping hands with the personification of Egypt, on which Rome’s 
grain supply depended. After the fall of his corrupt vizier Cleander 
in AD 190, Commodus took control of governmental affairs himself 
and made the Empire an expression of his megalomania, renaming 
Rome as “Colonia Commodiana” and revamping the very calendar 
months to match his 12 names (Lucius Aelius Aurelius Commodus 
Augustus Herculius Romanus Exsuperatorius Amazonius Invictus 
Felix Pius). Wealthy Romans in high positions were routinely exe- 
cuted so their estates could be confiscated to finance this orgy of 
self-indulgence. Still the Roman people seemed largely to enjoy 
his antics, and the Legions remained loyal throughout; however 
his close advisors began to fear for their own lives and ultimately 
arranged his death by strangulation at the hands of his wrestling 
instructor, Narcissus. The damage done by his 12 years of listless, 
corrupt rule was deep and lasting.

This 
handsome medal (from Chuquisaca to Simon Bolivar) and the 
companion piece struck in the name of Potosi (Fonrobert-9463) 
were both produced by the Potosi mint, and share the same punch 
for Bolivar’s bust. The almost contemporary reference “Carta de 
un Individuo residente en Chuquisaca a un amigo suyo en esta, 0 
relacion del recibimiento del Libertador en aquella ciudad”, dated 
November 23, 1925 and possibly published in Buenos Aires, and 
indicates that on August 4 of that year, “.. various gold, silver and 
copper medals from the ones that had been minted to be distrib- 
uted” were presented. Very scarce in this quality. Note that the slab 
indicates Fonrobert-9741: both this and Fonrobert-9740 refer to 
two similar medals weighing respectively 36.80 and 45.70 grams. At 
43.5 grams, the present piece is certainly closer to Fonrobert-9740.

Hairlines in the fields explain the conserva- 
tive grading assigned to this coin, which nevertheless remains flashy 
and attractive. Clemente Torretti (this is the correct spelling) was an 
Italian who initially agreed to a potentially very profitable contract 
with dictator Mariano Melgarejo, signed on February 1867. This 
contract authorized him to issue up to 50,000 marks of silver in 
debased coins of 0.500 fineness in denominations of 2, 1 and 1/2 
Real, which would be in turn declared as legal tender. The coins 
would be minted at the then abandoned La Paz mint, which would 
be renovated and given a steam press of 40hp at Torretti’s expense. 
As further compensation for his profits, Torretti would give 8% 
of said profits to the Bolivian government, who would also take 
possession of the new equipment once the minting operation had 
been completed. Due to strong protests by both the Peruvian gov- 
ernment and local Bolivian merchants, the contract was rescinded 
while the equipment and press were on their way to La Paz, and 
this equipment was instead acquired by the Bolivian government 
for 200,000 pesos (or Bolivianos). The fascinating series of patterns 
dated 1868, with Torretti’s initials CT flanking a charming depic- 
tion on the Andean condor, and the legend MONEDA EMITIDA 
EN LA PAZ are testimony of this failed project. While examples of 
the copper 1 Boliviano are encountered from time to time, the silver 
pieces such as the present coin are much rarer.

After several failed attempts, the problem recalling the circulating 
moneda feble (debased coinage) was seriously dealt with by the 
decree of November 25, 1874. This decree allowed an 8% tolerance 
in the weight of the silver full-fineness minor denominations up 
to 20 Centavos (minted to recall the moneda feble): naturally, the 
minting of these minor denominations was henceforth preferred 
to that of the Medio Boliviano (50 Centavos) and particularly the 
1 Boliviano coins, which constituted moneda fuerte. Albeit moneda 
fuerte was again issued in 1877, 1879 and 1882, the mintage of 
Bolivianos was interrupted between 1879 and 1884, as accounted 
for in contemporary documentation which indicates that minor 
denominations were piled up in counters while 1 Boliviano coins 
were either exported to Argentina or kept as curiosity pieces in 
Bolivia since hardly ever seen! The main problem was that the 40 
Hp steam press that had been brought by Torretti was ill-suited 
to issue large-diameter coinage. As a result, the Boliviano issues 
of 1884, 1887 and 1893 are all very rare, and essentially constitute 
presentation pieces: a law of September 6, 1883, authorized 200,000 
pesos towards the acquisition of new minting equipment which 
could be operated by electrical or hydraulic means (thus a few 
1884 presentation 1 Boliviano pieces were made), while in 1887, 
American engineer Arthur Wendt presented a project to obtain the 
concession for the mint’s operation in exchange of providing it with 
a press “of up to 60 Hp if required”. By 1893, the 60hp was acquired, 
and 1 Boliviano coins (the last in the series of Bolivian full weight 
crowns) were issued in limited quantities. 


A rare and historical issue, extremely rare and long praised as a 
classic rarity in the Bolivian series.

Showing a well-defined strike - particularly on the denomination side 
while the date side shows more signs of doubling — with a small, essentially non-obtrusive, plan- 
chet crack noted to the right of the date mentioned for accuracy’s sake. A most attractive specimen 
of this great rarity (the rarest denomination in the series, with the 1646 also traditionally consid- 
ered the rarer date) with much remaining mint luster and essentially full weight). This coin is sure 
to be cherished among the centerpieces in the lucky next owner's collection. 


Long hailed as coins belonging to the restricted pantheon of universally acclaimed numismatic rar- 
ities, the emergency Dutch issues struck in what is now the Brazilian region of Pernambuco need 
no introduction. Whenever great collections housing them are offered at auction these issues will 
indefectibly attract the strongest desire and interest. And deservedly so, since the circumstances 
of their issuance are what legends are made of and these perhaps crude, but also charming and 
romantic coins personify the struggle and difficulties faced by the valiant Dutch, who only resorted 
to minting them when their dreams were crumbling around them, being surrounded by the 
equally valiant Portuguese adversaries. Three gold denominations - III, VI and XII Florins - dated 
1645 and 1646 are presently known (with perhaps between 50 and 60 known specimens combin- 
ing all denominations and dates, and roughly 30% of those impounded in public collections or 
museums), while a few silver 1654 coins were the last struck under Dutch administration, who sur- 
rendered to the Portuguese on January 26 of that year. We mentioned the historical context of these 
issues when offering a specimen of the latter denomination 3 years ago (HA 1/2011, lot 23137) and 
they need not be recalled here. Instead, the present offering of a similar coin allows us to comment 
on further information about these issues, most of which was presented by J. A. Goncalves de 
Mello’s groundbreaking article “Os Ducados Brasileiros de 1645 e 1646 e 1654”, separata of Revista 
IAHGP (Recife, 1976). 


As mentioned in our aforementioned January 2011 catalog, by July of 1645, the situation of the 
cornered Dutch colonists was very dire indeed. The arrival of the Zeeland vessel on July 10 car- 
rying gold in provenance from the Guinea coast provided some relief, since “due to the lack of 
circulating monies” the governing High Council decided to retrieve 360 marks - divided in 9 equal 
parts of 40 marks - from it “in order to mint it into coins or to sell it...” and obtain coins to cover their 
expenses. On August 18, the same Council informed that “since we are unable to obtain any money 
from the population - whether as payments of debts to the Company or otherwise - and considering 
that part of the retrieved 360 gold marks arrived recently has not sold and has been retained for an 
emergency ... and thus that funds can only be obtained by fabricating money although we are not 
authorized to do so ... we have resolved in the current difficulties to mint square gold coins of 3, 6 and 
12 florins showing on one side the emblem of the Company and on the other the date, valued at 25% 
over intrinsic value [meaning these would be of approximately 25% lighter than regular coins]. One 
Mr. Bas [Pieter Bas Jansen], who is skilled on these matters was asked to supervise the operations”. 


Samples of each denomination were sent on September of that year to the Netherlands, and on 
October 10, Bas was officially appointed as Supervisor of these emergency issues, who were termed 
as “Brazilian ducats’, which should therefore be their correct designation. 





On August 16, 1646, the Council reported that “we were forced to (again) resort to retrieve 405 from 
the gold of Guinea [contained in the ships Eendracth of Amsterdam and Eendracht of Enkhuisen] 
part of which has been sold and the balance kept to be minted into coins”. As indicated in the descrip- 
tion of the next lot, the amount of gold minted was of 355 marks (around 83 kg). 


Per the documentation, two pairs of dies were fabricated by engraver Jan Bruynsvelt for the III 
Florins denomination in 1646 (for which he charged 5.12 florins per pair). This fits nicely with the 
known coins since precisely two obverse and two reverse dies have been detected from the extant 
specimens (this coin is from the same obverse but a different reverse die than our aforementioned 
1/2011 example). A legendary rarity sure to elicit very high interest and bidding competition.

About 
Uncirculated, 3.73 grams. Showing but a tad of wear on the higher points, while a spectacu- 
lar strike and planchet combine to show all of border pearls on either side. Despite some 
darker patinated areas on the obverse and minute contact marks on the reverse, a coin with 
sensational eye-appeal. This choice specimen allows us to better understand some previ- 
ously overlooked aspects of this fascinating and very rare series. 


Let us first recall a most interesting contemporary description of the melting and lamina- 
tion of the gold to produce the planchets which would be used to strike the coins (quoting 
from Goncalves de Mello): “Having put the crucible filled with 20 marks of Guinea gold on 
the fire to be melted, the crucible cracked (all the way) from the bottom up to the top rim, and 
all the gold escaped through the crack and onto the ashes; having been recollected and puri- 
fied, 10 marks (of this spilled gold) were placed in a new crucible close to the bellows, which 
in turn also cracked thus we only obtained 6 marks in usable planchets, with the rest spilled 
on the ashes. This crucible was repaired and again placed near the bellows and it provided 
with near 12 marks of good-quality planchets, with the balance being spilled over the ashes. 
This spilled gold was combined with more gold of Guinea for a total weighing 32 marks which 
were again placed in a crucible but, after being placed into the fire, it cracked from the top half 
way through the base, but it was possible to save half of this gold and turn it into planchets. 
Therefore, after the day was spent in these four exhausting melting operations, we were only 
able to obtain 39.5 marks in planchets, with the other 50 marks having to be picked up from 
the ashes. The efforts and losses incurred in these operations can be well understood by those 
knowledgeable on these matters”. 


Another tedious aspect of the production process was the engraving of the dies. Documents 
indicate that Jan Bruynsvelt engraved 3 obverse and 3 reverse dies for the VI Florins (for 
which he also charged 5.12 florins per pair). In addition, he also produced repaired (or 
more accurately reworked, as we will see) dies, for which operation he charged 1.10 florins 
per die. 


As we have seen previously, the contemporary documentation gives ample evidence that 
these coins were mostly minted from gold that was brought in ships coming from Guinea. 
However, a recent article (Duttine et al: The first gold coins struck in Brazil: myth or reality? 
in Archeosciences 33, 2009, pp. 309-312) shows that the gold used to strike some of these 
coins (four coins dated 1645 and 1646 from the Museo Historico Nacional in Rio were ana- 
lyzed) is different from the one used for the Islamic coins struck in Northern Africa with 
local gold and from the one used to strike the Portuguese coins during their control of Sao 
Jorge da Mina on the African Coast. Whether this shows that the gold carried in the Dutch 
ships was not from those mines, or that the analyzed Brazilian Ducats were struck from 
tableware gold remains an interesting point for further analysis. 


As a parting comment of this great rarity, let us recall another anecdote: when the Dutch 
finally surrendered to the Portuguese in 1654, the latter allowed the former to take their 
possessions without paying dues. The Dutch merchants requested that this exemption be 
extended to the sugar and the wood (mostly of the Caesalpinia echinata variety) but the 
Portuguese Governor Barreto de Menezes refused, indicating that these rights were to be 
paid in Portuguese money. His Dutch counterparts informed that they only disposed of 
Brazilian ducats, but received the following harsh reply: “that coinage is not welcomed in any 
location, since it was minted by them [Dutch] at a time of crisis...” 





The Portuguese were of course wrong, but they can perhaps be forgiven for not having 
the foresight to anticipate that almost 400 years later, any collector would willingly receive 
any of these coins, and as many as possible as a matter of fact! A choice example of a type 
of great rarity and historical importance, the present coin will undoubtedly elicit strong 
attention.

Like the 1921 50 cent piece, much of the fame that accom- 
panies the 1921 5 cent piece surrounds its original mintage, and 
ultimately, its minuscule survival rate. In May of 1921, the gov- 
ernment passed legislation to change the composition of the 5 
cent piece from silver to nickel, halting the production of this 
long-produced type. With over 2,500,000 examples already-struck 
however, a decision had to be made about the disposition of these 
coins. The decision, now well-known to numismatists, was the 
melting of all previously coined silver of the denomination that was 
held in reserve. In total, 3,022,665 coins were melted, much of these 
dated 1920 with nearly all 1921s thought to have been lost. Today, 
the total surviving population from this date is almost certainly 
not much greater than 400. While it’s not known exactly how the 
survivors left from the Ottawa mint, a popular theory is simply that 
they were made available to mint visitors. Others where likely the 
souvenirs of mint employees. Census data tells us that whatever 
the case was, most that weren't melted did end up circulating. Few 
remain fully detailed today, with maybe 30 Uncirculated examples 
in total with 8-10 of those being from the Specimen sets. 


The present example is one of the aforementioned 8-10 Specimen 
strikings from the sets of the year.

PCGS. Enveloped in a rich base of dusky gray-tan patina with some 
overlying mauve and olive shades on both sides. On the dentils, 
more lively toning exists with a thin ring of gold, blue-green, and 
magenta color. A lack of any abrasive post-strike contact marks 
help to confirm the present coin’s status as a Specimen strike, while 
magnified viewing helps to identify two tiny strike-thoughs in the 
left obverse field that should serve well as pedigree markers. 


Merely mention the date “1921” and the astute Canadian col- 
lector knows you've got something good. However, mention the 
“1921 Half Dollar’, and they know you're talking about a legend. 
Originally struck in the respectable quantity of 206,398 pieces, all 
or the majority of this mintage was never released into circulation 
due to waning demand for the denomination. Resultantly, produc- 
tion of half dollars was suspended for much of the 1920s, only to 
begin again in 1929. To facilitate this re-introduction, some 480,392 
half dollars in mint reserve, including an amount presumed to be 
near the entire mintage of 1921 pieces, were melted for purposes 
of re-coining the silver. Today, approximately 75 examples of the 
1921 date are thought to survive with some debate existing as to 
how many, if not all of the survivors, are specimen strikes that were 
made available to Ottawa mint visitors. So, while not technically the 
rarest of the Canadian decimal types, the associated veil of mystery 
that surrounds the relatively few survivors makes for as compelling 
a story as there is.

The reverse, likely resting 
against a presentation box for decades, has acquired many of the 
same shades, only in less structured pattern. Interestingly, the dies 
used for this “specimen” strike, and that of the circulating type do 
contain one minor variation - the reverse die uses an Arabic “1” in 
the date, a trait that apparently was absent from this denomination 
until the strikings of 1872. An extreme rarity in the Newfoundland 
series with fine business strikes remaining elusive, but presentation 
pieces such as this rarely being offered. If fact, a scan of major sales 
across a period of two decades yields no comparables - none were 
represented in Norweb, Pittman, Belzberg, or Canadiana. 


The Prager Collection has allowed for the an unprecedented side-by- 
side study of some of the rarest pattern and specimen issues of early 
Newfoundland. From these, the 1865 issues are particularly intrigu- 
ing. Specifically, the Arabic “1” on the 5 cent specimen and usage of 
portrait NF2 on the 10 cent specimen suggests a production date in 
the early 1870s. While this evidence is far from conclusive, we hope 
this notation will spur further scholarly research on the topic.

Tell tale signs include die cracks that 
nearly fully circumnavigate the legends, connecting numerous dots 
along the way. While not definitive by any means, the remains of a 7

As mentioned in 
the Norweb catalog, possibly created as a “mint sport” by Charles 
W. Fremantle who was deputy master of the Royal Mint from 
1868-1894 and is known to have created similar strikings for other 
countries. Today, examples are extremely rare and were missing 
from cabinets such as Belzberg and Pittman. Norweb, amazingly, 
had two examples (one being the present coin), with another piece 
having been in the Fontenac Sale, a prior offering of the Bowers 
and Merena.

There is some confusion as to which lot the present coin was in the 
Norweb Sale.

Also distinctly possible 
is that Charles Fremantle, the Deputy Master at the mint from the 
late 1860s through 1894, and known for creating other unusual 
strikings, could have produced these few oddities as cabinet pieces 
for prominent collectors, or even for curiosity sake.

The present offering, impres- 
sively detailed throughout, has somewhat sporadically toned, with 
deep olives and golds largely haloing the devices, but meander- 
ing blues and reds also finding a home. Mirrored fields remain 
apparent with tiny pockets of brilliance on both sides. While some 
handling is apparent, most of the lines in the fields appear to be 
from die polishing (as made), and thus the piece is seemingly con- 
servatively graded.

The dies, fairly distinguishable when 
closely inspected, can be identified by inspection of the “T”s on 
both side - on the obverse the T in VICTORIA is missing its right 
base and on the reverse an unusual spike protrudes from the T’s 
right base. Likely produced for a high-ranking mint employee, this 
piece was obviously held in high regard since its conception. Today, 
most appealing toning covers both sides with green-blue, maroon 
and orange iridescent shades profoundly benefiting the eye-appeal.

Produced with proof-like qualities, the fields show considerable 
mirrors and the devices hold nice cameo-producing frost. The 
strike, as one might expect from a pattern struck in its intended 
metal, is perfect.

A monumental rarity - likely the only example in private hands - 
and accompanied by an illustrious string of ownership. In a 1969 
article entitled “ Canada’s Ten Rarest Coins’, pioneering Canadian 
specialist Fred Bowman commented about this type, “only one 
specimen known...this piece was offered in Spink’s circular in 1910 
and is now is a private collection.” While a second example has been 
confirmed to reside in the British Museum, in all likelihood, that 
1910 offering represents the present coin, as no other privately- 
owned specimen has been confirmed in the last 100+ years. After 
the Spink sale, the current specimen likely found its way into the 
King Farouk collection, where the present coin in known to have 
resided.

We presented a summary of the events surrounding the initial 
operations of the Cartagena and Santa Fe mints when cataloguing 
the unique “plata baja” 1622 1/2 Real (Heritage 1/2014 NYINC 
signature sale, lot 23403) and will not repeat it here. We must 
note however that since the obverse die of the present coin does 
not include the assayer initial, it was most probably engraved in 
Madrid (where they could not know the identity of said assayer), 
while the reverse showing the 1622 date must have been engraved 
in Colombia (either in Cartagena or Santa Fe). Indeed, we do know 
that the initial dies and puncheons were delivered to Turrillo in 
Madrid by order of the King on May 1620 (see the document in 
Audiencia de Santa Fe, legajo 536, libro 11, f. 11v). So unless the 
Madrid engraver Jaqueo Mayr (often incorrectly spelled as Emayr 
but recent research by scholars Proctor and Blanton has debunked 
this - as many others - myths) had predictive powers, the 1622 date 
could not have been included then and there on the dies! 


Whether this coin was struck in Cartagena or Santa Fe remains 
open to debate, since Turrillo testified that he transported all the 
equipment and dies from Cartagena to Santa Fe in 1621 and struck 
both silver and gold coins at the latter location. The presence of the 
pomegranate below the Portuguese shield on the obverse die would 
seem a logical argument to argue for a Santa Fe attribution (but 
then again, since these were engraved in Madrid, it may prove irrel- 
evant since at the time the Santa Fe mint was the one authorized). 
In any case, this is among the finest known of this very rare one 
year type, of which around 20 specimens are known.

The history of that illegal (since 
not authorized by the crown, and similar in status to the Lima mint 
of 1659-1660 which produced the Star of Lima pieces) operation 
of the mint of Cartagena was documented by Proctor and Blanton 
(see for example their article The Illegal Mint of Cartagena, 1655 in 
NI Bulletin January/February 2012). We thus know that it only 
lasted for a few months beginning on 21 June 1655, which in turn 
accounts for the rarity of the produced coins, which ranged from 
the 1/2 Real to the 8 Reales (interestingly, what appears as a very 
nice specimen of the 8 Reales, with a full weight of 27.55 grams, was 
listed in Fonrobert under # 6251 and illustrated with an engraving 
but attributed to Mexico!). Many of the few surviving specimens 
were recovered from the Maravillas shipwreck which sunk in 1656 
off Grand Bahama. Most of the very few specimens of the 4 Reales 
denomination seen by the cataloguer are all in miserable shape 
being sea-salvaged, with the present coin being the finest by a 
rather comfortable margin.

Cut from silver plate, these octagonal pieces saw heavy circulation and are rarely seen in any condition. 


The medieval castle at Pontefract, in West Yorkshire, was key to the royalist hold of the region. It was besieged twice, first just before Christmas 
1644, enduring bombardment; during the short periods lacking warfare the castle still lacked access to normal supplies. It was surrendered in 
July 1645, only to be attacked again in the early summer of 1648 during the second segment of the Civil War. The royalist army refused to surren- 
der even after the king was captured, tried, and executed, declaring the city to be the property of the king’s son and employing the city’s motto, 
“Post mortem patris pro filio”, in support of the monarchy. After a continual siege of nine months, the city and castle were surrendered to Oliver 
Cromwell himself. Because the castle had long been poorly maintained and was difficult to defend, Parliament ordered it demolished before the 
year ended. 


J.J. North comments that the “main issue of Pontefract consists of shillings, which have a representation of the castle gateway as reverse type. 
As the siege continued after the death of Charles I, some of these bear the name of his son Charles I, with the inscription POST MORTEM 
PATRIS PRO FILIO (After the death of his father, for the son).” On the other side appears the Latin slogan HANC DEVS DEDIT (“God has given 
this”) and the date (very clear) below, yet another indication of the monarchy’s ancient claim to rule as its divine right. C.E. Challis illuminates 
the rarity of these late Civil War issues thus: “Apart from their numismatic interest, which they share with the siege-pieces struck in the belea- 
guered royalist fortresses at Carlisle, Newark, Pontefract and Scarborough, all the royalist provincial coinages of the civil war have one thing 
in common, fewness of numbers. For all his access to the silver from Wales and the plate of colleges, aristocrats and the like, Charles I never 
achieved a bullion supply in any way commensurate with that of Parliament. In all probability the output of all his mints during the entire con- 
flict was no more in total than two or three average month’s output at the Tower between 1642 and 1645.”

This state of affairs could not be 
endured for long and so the issuance of a higher quality provi- 
sional copper issue was commissioned in England to recall the 
previous Moneda Provisional circulating coins. These correspond 
to the rather handsome 1862 copper issues. Note that the denomi- 
nations of these coins are stated in Moneda Provisional and the 
dies were never intended to be struck in gold, contrary to a long- 
held theory. In fact, they were from the start intended to be struck 
in copper and were aimed at recalling the previous provisional 
copper issues then in circulation. An interesting characteristic 
of the design is that it finally substitutes the Mountain Range 
typical of the Central American Federation with the Honduran 
coat of Arms. Patterns of these coins are known and can be dis- 
tinguished by the rosettes instead of dots on the stops of the 
legends. They are very scarce and in demand due to their con- 
trasting high quality compared with the often worn regular series 
coins.

However, the article Riles: A clue to the Economic History of Nineteenth Century 
Puerto Rico (published by Victor Torres in 1983 and referenced by L. Rodriguez Vazquez in Puerto Rico Coffee and Sugar Cane Plantation 
tokens) mentioned evidence in the General Archives of Puerto Rico pointing to this being a private issue from a local Spanish wealthy 
businessman. This private pattern was purportedly struck in Barcelona (hence the 8-pointed stars flanking the date on the obverse, a fact cor- 
rectly mentioned in 1964 by Ed Roehrs) and shown to the Foreign Minister of Spain to obtain the concession to issue a provincial coinage for 
Puerto Rico. At the time almost all of the circulating coinage in Puerto Rico was foreign, mostly Mexican or from the United States. 


The legends on the reverse * DIEZ CENTIMOS * CIEN PIEZAS EN KILOG. mirror the ones of the 1870 copper Spanish issues, which were 
familiar in Puerto Rico as evidenced by the extant specimens privately countermarked for use in local haciendas. The rising sun motif can also 
be found in many Puerto Rican tokens of the period, such as the ones of La Honradez de Joy y Mayol, or the Canals de las Marias to name two. 
The identity of this wealthy Spaniard remains unknown but we must wonder if he had any connections to the Banco de Puerto Rico. Indeed, 
one of the main obstacles faced by this institution after its authorization in 1888 was the fact that its guaranteeing capital would have to be con- 
stituted in local or Spanish coinage, instead of the widely circulating Mexican one: as a result, instead of the authorized 1,500,000 pesos, only 
375,000 were finally gathered (see Memoria leida en la Junta general de accionistas del Banco Espanol de Puerto-Rico el dia 24 de febrero de 1890).

Until 1871 the Straits Settlements and the neighboring Malay States 
had used a mixture of non-local silver coinage including in particu- 
lar Mexican dollars and Indian rupees. Actually, during the century 
prior to this period until 1867 the government - this being for the 
most part the East India Company kept all records in Rupee cur- 
rency. However the silver rupee was not popular locally. 


In 1842 Indian copper coins were introduced into the Straits 
Settlements. However, this experiment was a failure, resulting in the 
decision in 1844 by the Supreme Government of India that a special 
copper coinage would be issued in the Straits. These coins were 
dated 1845 and comprised 1 Cent, 1/2 Cent, and 1/4 Cent: coins 
bearing this date were struck and issued right up until the end of 
the East India Company in 1858. In 1858 the Company transferred 
its powers to the British Government, and the Straits Settlements 
became part of the Government of British India. 


According to Fred Pridmore, until 1862 the Government of India 
supplied to the Straits Settlements the three existing copper coins 
still bearing the date 1845. Then in1862 a new coinage was pre- 
pared for the Straits reflecting the change of title, these again 
comprising the Cent, 1/2 Cent and 1/4 Cent. However, it was only 
in 1871 that the Straits Settlements received its first silver coins, 
these comprising a 20 Cent, 10 Cent, and 5 Cent. Of this historic 
first issue of silver the 20 Cent and 5 Cent are considered rare, while 
the 10 Cent was minted in relatively larger quantity. 


New bronze coinage for the Straits Settlements as a crown colony 
was not ready until the following year, and are dated 1872. Thus the 
first coinage for the Straits Settlements as a colony is the 1871 issue, 
of which the finest are presented here.

One of the classic rarities of the 
Uruguayan series, of which only few examples are known, including two gilt bronze or copper examples. A specimen of the latter was referenced 
by Ricardo Elicabe in the January 1929 issue of the Revista filatelica de la sociedad de comerciantes de sellos postales, printed in Buenos Aires. The 
law of June 23, 1862 established the gold Doblon, of .917 fineness and a weight of 16.97 grams as the monetary unit, equivalent to 10 silver Pesos of 
0.917 fineness and 25.480 grams. The silver Peso was mirrored to the Brazilian 2000 Reis piece struck from 1851 onwards (these pieces were well 
accepted in Uruguay), but the gold was valued higher in Uruguay then Brazil: hence, the corresponding 20,000 Reis piece was worth slightly more 
than 10 Uruguay Pesos, namely 10.56 Pesos. Coins struck to the decimal French standard, were of slightly less nominal value when converted to 
the Uruguayan rate: thus a decimal gold 10 Pesos piece (such as the French 50 Francs or the Chilean condor) was worth 9 Uruguayan Pesos, while a 
silver decimal Peso was worth 90 Uruguayan Centesimos. These rather confusing conversions had to be made in everyday transactions since Uruguay 
struck no gold or silver coins for the first 15 years after the 1862 law was proclaimed. Evidently, the aforementioned gold and silver foreign coins 
provided a sufficient media for the higher transactions since in that 1862-1877 period, the only coins minted in Uruguay were the bronze minors 
struck in 1869, struck in Paris and Birmingham (“A’ and “H” mintmarks respectively). shortly after those issues, a few trials of the silver and gold 
denominations were struck, all dated 1870, but no such regular coins were issued. all these 1870 pieces look French in manufacture and they were 
most probably struck at the Paris mint. Finally, on December 30, 1876 a resolution was passed to call for proposals to strike up to 1,000,000 pesos in 
the decimal standard. These correspond to the 1877-1878 issued struck in Paris. 


Although the 1862 law was never materialized into regular issue coins (save for the common 1869 bronze issues), it left a treasure for the numismatic 
community with the patterns dated 1870. Of the aforementioned copper trials of the Doblon, the present example is one of the finest known.

Interestingly, a similar strategy was 
employed a few years later in Central America by the provincial 
mints who intended to imitate Potosi cobs issued in 1723-1724 - 
thus the P (Potosi) Y (for assayer Ybarboro) initials found on those 
issues, and not the erroneous P(rovincia) Y(oro) proposed by some 
numismatists.

Lastly, and this is 
the most important fact, the operation to overstrike the imitation 
cobs with the Nueva Granada dies was an official one, following a 
decree of October 1819, which read as follows: “With this date [of 
October 5], His Excellency has issued the following decree: given 
the urgent necessity for funds, I have come to decree that the dies 
of the India be applied to the caraquena coinage, even though the 
obtained coinage will be irregular in its diameter, to avoid the hassle 
of melting, refining &c..... (signed) Francisco de Paula Santander”. 
The latter is incontrovertible evidence that the imitation cobs with 
the fantasy (184) date were known as coming from Caracas. In con- 
sequence, all other imitation cobs that can be punch-linked to that 
(184) issue, can also be safely assumed as issues from Caracas. Stohr 
identified the (183) and (184) dates to 1813 and 1814 respectively, 
which seems entirely logical. With the growing interest and more 
detailed analysis of these issues, rare (fantasy!) dates will come to 
light. The (183) is one of those rare dates, about 10 times rarer than 
the aforementioned 184 one in the cataloguer’s experience.

In the early period of the War for Independence, the Royalist 
Caracas provisional mint issued imitation cobs starting in 1812. 
Beginning on May 13, 1816, steps towards the reorganizing and 
modernization of the mint were taken under General Morillo 
himself, and the mintage the better quality fully round silver coins 
known as (Reales) morilleros started in 1817. These silver coins 
carried the B. S. initials for Bartolome Salinas and were struck 
until 1821 (copper %4 and 1/8 Reales were also minted). Most of the 
coins struck in silver were of 2 Reales, with far more specimens of 
that denomination being extant than of the other two denomina- 
tions (1 Real and 4 Reales) combined. All these coins were readily 
accepted (and in particular the 2 Reales) as proven by the low grade 
of most surviving specimens and two additional telling facts: the 
relative abundance of contemporary counterfeits 2 Reales struck 
in German silver, and also the fact that the Republican authorities 
in 1830 reused this same design (albeit without the King’s initials 
“F.7”) to mint 2 Reales themselves. Both of the other two silver 
morilleros denominations, 1 Real and 4 Reales, are rare type coins. 
Among these two types, the rarest coin is the 1817 1 Real, and that 
status has been acknowledged for decades: early works such as the 
Catalogo de Monedas Venezolanas by Celis & Brito already called it 
the “rarest coin in the Venezuelan series”. This is consistent with his- 
torical data since it was minted only in two days (July 10 and August 
10 of 1817) with a total mintage of ca. 6,500 pieces (the lowest of the 
series of 1 Real). Census by local experts in Venezuela such as L. 
Ponte estimate that less than ten coins exist of this variety, includ- 
ing the ones impounded in the ANS collection and the FNMT in 
Madrid (finest seen by the cataloguer). Around 12 specimens of 
the other variety (Lion-Castle) are accounted for, with many also 
impounded in institutional holdings. Most of the specimens of both 
varieties are in low grade, and worn coins tend to be unattractive in 
appearance since they were of only around 0.750 fineness to begin 
with. To the knowledge of the cataloguer, only four pieces have 
changed hands in the last 15 years: a coin offered by a local firm in 
Venezuela in 2004, a VG holed piece (Ponterio 4/1997, lot 3820), 
the plugged VF recently sold in Spain (Aureo 3/2012, lot 1507 for 
E11,000) and the nice XF specimen housed in the Ferdinand VII 
collection offered by the Cercle Filatelic y Numismatic of Barcelona 
a few years back (3/2000). The present coin is perhaps two numeri- 
cal grades finer than the latter specimen. It is the finest seen by the 
cataloguer, and very probably represents the finest 1817 Caracas 
1 Real in private hands. Needless to say, this numismatic prize of 
Venezuelan numismatics will surely attract spirited bidding.

The round “Morillero” silver 
coinage issued by the Caracas provincial mint was of good quality 
when compared to the imitation cob type issued by both sides of 
the struggle and very much accepted. The present type, issued by 
the Republicans in 1830, is the clearest evidence of this, since it 
was designed to be as closest as possible to the “Morilleros” coins 
- including assayer Bartolome Salinas initials “B. S.” - without 
insulting the new Republican pride: thus, only the royalist “E. 7” ini- 
tials that flanked the potent cross on the reverse were removed from 
it, and replaced by neutral rosettes. This popularity enjoyed in the 
day has its numismatic downside since, as mentioned previously, 
worn coins are the rule for this type. In addition to its appealing 
grade, the present coin also presents a rare error with the reverse 
rotated ca. 45 degrees counter clockwise.

(Note: Coins are only subject to sales tax in 
California on invoices under $1500 and there is no sales tax on coins in Texas) Bidder agrees to pay

In his book “The Star of Bethlehem: The Legacy of the Magi,” his-

This attribution 
procedure is quite straightforward: the die of the mountains side 
in the present piece can be linked toPnA4, which in turn can be 
linked to PnA3 through die-linkage of the coat of arms side; lastly, 
numerous pieces showing each of PnA3’s sides on the obverse can 
be found with the inscription “PARIS” “T. W. et W.” in two lines 
and a shank attached on the reverse. This pinpoints their origin 
to the aforementioned fabric, with the shank a tell-tale of its true 
purpose and nature. An interesting characteristic of these pieces 
are the fact that the Santiago “So” mintmark in constructed from 
a big “S” and a small “o”, instead of a single punch since the fabric 
never cared to engrave such a punch. High condition pieces such 
as the present one are very scarce, and collectable.

“Presentation” pieces such 
as the present two-sided example (with the other side imitating 
a US 10 Dollar piece) were made for advertising purposes of the 
factory that produced them, which in turn explains their more 
careful manufacture and scarcity since they are much rarer than 
the aforementioned uniface pieces.

This 16 mm piece produced by I.E. Rubinstein & Son around 1900 
is catalogued by Rulau as SAP-12. Rubensteins’ firm produced 
high quality copra oil (coconut oil) still in great demand world- 
wide. These CuNi “Rubies”, shown by Enrique Bernal as #222, 
denominated “value 5 Cents” indicate “R.C.”, likely for Republica 
de Colombia. The island of San Andres, 90 miles off of Nicaragua 
(same distance as Cuba is from Florida) was settled by Spanish 
beginning about 1510. At times in its remarkable history, it was 
part of Audiencia of Panama, part of Capitania of Guatemala, 
claimed by neighboring Nicaragua more than once, settled by 
English Puritans from Jamaica, controlled by the famed pirate 
Henry Morgan whose treasure trove is still believed by some to 
be buried locally, assigned in 1803 to Western Panama and the 
Viceroyalty of Nueva Granada, and finally claimed by Francisco 
de Santander for the young Republic of Colombia in 1822. Since 
that time, others including Nicaragua have disputed ownership. 
. This is apparently the only example Dana ever obtained or even 
recorded details regarding its properties. With some stain and 
light etching, detail is Very Fine.

DANISH WEST INDIES 


Dozen Different DWI Tokens, 

Diverse starter collection includes four denominations from this 
very popular series. Most were issued in the late 19th century, 
prior to 1893, primarily for use in St. Thomas but also the remain- 
der of the US Virgin Islands chain. A single example of the scarcer 
10 Cents is present; Higgie 402 for G. Beretta is an original in VF 
once sold for $140. Five Cents styles number four. Three are of 
the 19mm CuNi style struck on both sides. A. Burnet of Higgie 
405, Peirano et Fayale of Higgie 445 and R. Senior of Higgie 455 
are pleasant examples grading AVF to full EF. The fourth is a 
Fine specimen of the very scarce uniface 26mm brass of Louis 
Delinois listed by Higgie 410, Eklund 1988 and Rulau Vrg-200. 
The exceptionally popular three cents include VF examples of 
both the 1888 and 1890 dates of the Russell Bros CuNi type, plus 
a typical “nearly as made” 1950’s restrike of the Beretta style 
with the purposeful distinguishing hole.

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 


Tokens 61 from Fincas & Enterprises, 

Ray Byrne envelopes house 15 of the 61 pieces while some other 
envelopes seem to credit Byrne as well. As was the case with the 
110 piece lot from this same collection, sold for $4100 as #26590 
in our April 2013 CICF sale, the great bulk of the pieces were 
produced in brass or copper. However 17 of them were made in 
other metals. Eight items are not on round flans while ten have 
purposeful central or cancellation holes. At least 16 have some 
sort of countermark or counterstamp with the most unusual 
being a Great Britain “crystal palace” medal and the most impor- 
tant numismatically likely being a Nicaragua Centavo 1878 with 
countermark. La Romana issues dated 1913 by Carl Quentin & 
Company, denominated 5 and 10 Centavos, are brilliant mint 
state but have slight carbon spotting from exposure. All are dif- 
ferent upon quick analysis but while the attributions are highly 
likely they cannot be guaranteed.

EL SALVADOR 


Tokens 77 Denominated in Reales or Real, 

Brass or copper tokens total 54 pieces, likely all different issues, 
while six others are apparently made of CuNi, plus seven in alu- 
minum and ten zinc completing the group. As was the case with 
the related 84 piece lot from this same collection, sold for $1292 
as #26602 in our April 2013 CICF sale, most seem to be of late 
19th century origin with many clearly from the 1870’s-1880’s. 
A few have some countermark and a couple are holed. Of par- 
ticular interest to specialists is the inclusion of eight different 
numeric values for pieces that precisely indicate their denomi- 
nation is based on the national REAL (Reales) system, which 
preceded the later adopted Centavo / Peso system. In actual com- 
merce among the consumers, the usage of Reales extended well 
past the legal adoption of Centavos and Pesos in 1889; note KM 
states that in 1909 there was “continuing use of the Reales mon- 
etary system in rural areas”. 

Cuartillas or %4 Reales number six of which five different varieties 
of the scarce early San Vicenti styles are represented. The sixth 
cuartilla is from the final national issue of the Real system, the 
bronze KM-120 dated 1909, but with a massive YJ monogram 
countermark. Fourteen examples of % Real include coppers dated 
1879 and 1880, plus the first item in a Juan Mayner quartet, and 
another being of the Carmen de Corado trio. Nineteen indicat- 
ing 1 (or UN) Real include the first of La Reforma trio, and two 
varieties from Velaszuez & Del Pech quartet. Two Reales number 
27 pieces including four variations of 1919 Mauricio Meardi types 
and four different dates of Butters Salvador Mines type. Four 
Reales are represented by 8 pieces, including one in aluminum and 
two in zinc, these both hole canceled or prepared for easy stacking. 
The five brass pieces include one at only 32mm but the others full 
“crown sized” at 38 -40 millimeters (mm). Two of these are the very

Tokens 68 Denominated in Reales or Real, 

Brass or copper tokens total 43 pieces, likely all different issues, 
while the other 25 comprising this collection component are 
CuNi or aluminum or zinc. A few have countermarks and a 
couple are holed, usually for cancellation purposes. Of particular 
interest to specialists is the inclusion of six different numeric 
values for pieces whose denomination is based on the national 
REAL (Reales) system. In actual commerce among the consum- 
ers, the mental and verbal usage of “Reales” extended well past 
the legal adoption of Centavos. Cuartillas or 4 Reales number 
two. Thirteen examples of % Real include 9 in brass or copper. 
An unusual brass % Real is its sole representative. 28 pieces indi- 
cate 1 (or UN) Real including 18 in either brass or copper. Two 
Reales number 22 pieces including 13 in brass or copper. Four 
Reales are represented by only 2 pieces, one in aluminum and one 
copper.

Copper or brass issues total at least 86 pieces, hopefully nearly all 
different as such was the clear intent, while 38 other tokens are 
mostly made of CuNi or other “light-colored” metals. Many seem 
to be of late 19th century origin including several clearly from 
the 1870’s-1880s. Perhaps the “earliest and most desirable of such 
tokens” according to Rulau is his pre-1877 Quz-61 of Francisco 
Sanchez valued by him in VF at $150; it is very popular with USA 
collectors as it features the same Indian bust as used on the USA 
Indian cent. Over half of this group has a numeric expression of 
their unit value, but only a few specify “REAL” as the intended 
unit although such exclusion definitely does not preclude it. At 
least 30 are valued at one (1) unit of something, while 2 Reales 
are second in prevalence.

HONDURAS 


Bonito Brass Token Trio, 

Simon Barrio 23mm, 4.1 gram brass clearly shows BONITO, 
Honduras and its value of % Real; this very attractive VF+ 
example, obtained by Dana Roberts around 1973 from the famed 
Honduras specialist and expert Holland Wallace, remains quite 
rare and apparently was the only such piece Dana ever traced 
over 35 years of study. Rulau does not list it nor the issuing person 
from Atlantida Department. Second item is Rulau Atl-3 of E.P. 
Dutu produced in approximately the same size, of the same metal 
and circulating valuation but with a different “flavor”; AVF with 
some minor surface marks on one side. Final of the scarce trio 
is Jose Ruiz example of same circulating value and same metal 
but a tad bit smaller at 21.5mm; this nice VF item, as well as the 
second piece, was obtained in 1978. Bonito is famous for its Pico 
Bonito National Park, near La Ceiba and the general area where 
the banana trade first flourished in Honduras in the final two 
decades of the 19th century.

Ceiba merchant Botica Atlantida issued a 23.3 mm brass % Real 
token with bold date “1909” of which Dana only recorded this 
strong VF example. Rulau received a “rubbing” of it from Dana 
in 1990 (as did Jerry Schimmel) which likely resulted in its inser- 
tion within his preliminary manuscript at some incorrect spot; 
that caused it to be numbered Atl-50 instead of being between 
Atl -10 and 11 as he finally placed it. Rulau Atl -21 illustrates a 
horrid plate coin whereas this Louis Naves 23.5 mm brass is in 
attractive VF and is believed rare. Third is a piece unlisted by 
Rulau and the only one known to Dana or his fellow research- 
ers. Typical at 23.5mm and brass is a Medio Real for William C. 
Wildt of Ceiba Honduras in Fine quality. The final piece shows 
EL SOL and LA CEIBA on a full 30mm brass flan with identical 
design on either side. Unlike any other issues of the Atlantida 
geographic area, it was debated by Dana, Rulau, Schimmel and 
Robert Kennedy as to its original purpose. They decided it might 
have been issued in Paris around 1900 -1915 by an R. Arnold. 
Kennedy’s forthcoming definitive token reference will include it, 
likely as his number 16, indicating it was a bar token used around 
1909. Clearly rare, its quality is nice VF -EF.

Ceiba merchants issued all six of these 21 -22mm brass % Real 
tokens, likely in the first decade of the 20th century. Boldly dated 
“1904”, the first is Rulau Atl-17 of M. Mejia; it was labeled as 
copper, and thus given a separate listing as such in a preliminary 
manuscript, but is almost certainly heavily-circulated oxidized 
brass in our opinion.

R. Rodriquez in pleasant Fine+ is likely rarer. Vaccaro Bros. issues 
of 1904 and 1906 are shown as Rulau Atl-25 and Atl-27; both 
are bold and F-VF. Sixth is an AVF D. Warren example of Rulau 
Atl-29 description; collectors might enjoy noticing other issues 
by “Warren” within this presentation listed under an address in 
Ruatan. Interesting group.

Jose Audignon of Salado issued a 21mm brass with “Vale % Real” 
plus his name and town on the other side; unlisted by Rulau, and 
the only example Dana traced, it is in nice VF quality. Rulau 
Atl-33 with sailboat motif for J. Hirigoyen of Salado Barra is 
represented by two examples, one without any countermark plus 
a second with deeply incused “CHK”. Both circulated heavily 
before some ground burial. An apparently later variety with 
similar data and motif, on a slightly thicker flan and smaller at 
21 mm, is obviously of better style. Dana labels it “a tidy VF”. For 
specialists, note Rulau was incorrect on both diameters since the 
cruder style is 24mm (likely to be the actual size of the one shown 
as 25mm in his footnote). Salado is located near the coast east of 
La Ceiba toward Trujillo; by 1901 it was active in the banana trade. 
Accompanying the Salado quartet are a pair of similar Rulau 
Atl-40 Tela “1912” pieces, one obviously brass while the second is 
a bit darker but also brass in our opinion; both are VF. Seventh 
is another Tela piece, Atl -43 of J. W. Grace from La Esperanza 
with Honduras misabbreviated as “HUND”; albeit likely rare, it 
was buried and is unattractively etched. Tela is about half way 
between Puerto Cortez and La Ceiba. All seven brass pieces indi- 
cate % Real as their circulating value.

Unlisted Namasigiie 50 Centavos 1907, 

Rulau and Kennedy, plus all others, appear to have been unaware 
of this politically interesting issue. Flan was apparently prepared 
by unidentified “M.A.S. y Cia” on a grinding machine after cir- 
cularly honing off the design of some CuNi “host coin” (Dana 
speculated it might have been a Nicaragua 5 Centavos 1898 / 1899 
or Honduras % Real 1869 /1870). On one side, in the center, was 
incused “50 Cts” while the center of the opposite side received 
“1907”. On that side in its periphery is the town and company’s 
name. No other numismatic issues are recorded for this small town 
that is located on the Southern and Western corner of Honduras 
in Choluteca department near the Nicaraguan border, about as far 
away from the major towns of San Pedro Sula and La Ceiba as is 
possible, and also well south of Tegucigalpa. The town seems to 
be famous for one thing, and one thing only. On March 18 of that 
year of 1907, a battle was fought between invading Nicaraguan 
forces sent by its powerful president Jose Santos Zelaya against 
outmanned Honduran defenders. Featuring machine guns for 
the first time on Central American soil, long before the drug 
cartels got their hands on such devices of death, the defeat caused 
Honduras to even have its capital city of Tegucigalpa overrun by 
the invaders. This conflict led to civil war in the area, involving 
El Salvador as well, spanning from later in 1907 until at least 1911 
and arguably until 1925, which even involved the USA Marines. 
Quality might be judged Very Fine. Of all Central American 
tokens owned or known to Dana, this was certainly among his 
favorites. It remains unique to the best of our knowledge.

Puerto Cortez Token Octet, 

Rulau Crt- 16 and Crt-18 are 6 % Centavos of J.A. Aybar 19mm 
CuNi in similar-style with the first dated 1898 and other undated. 
The undated 24mm CuNi 12 % Centavos completes the set. Scarce 
Rulau Crt -20 has Cortez Co. and % Real in 23mm brass. Rulau Crt 
-25 CuNi 20mm Un Real of Victor Kuylen in original Eklund enve- 
lope is easily nicest traced by Dana. Crt -33 and Crt -34 are oval 
brass of the Pittsburgh & Honduras Co. with circulating values of 
1 Real and % Real. Final, unlisted by Rulau, is Aluminum 21mm 
of Foss y Whitmore with indication of its value as 6 %4 (Centavos) 
or % (Real). Half the pieces are typical circulated-token quality 
around VF. The first two are a bit less and two others are much 
better. Puerto Cortez was historically important because in 1889 
the national government of Honduras exempted steamships 
servicing it from port duties in an attempt to strengthen banana 
exports; such exports had begun in the mid-1870s but their high 
profit potential took a decade to be proven conclusively.

Rulau Crt- 39 Bazar Frances 20mm brass obtained in 1980 is 
exceptionally nice for such issues at EF. Rulau Crt -45, a 24mm 
brass of A. Meija dated “1893”, with value shown as either % Real 
or the equivalent 6 % Centavos on the other side, is represented 
by two samples. The first, grading Fine plus but slightly cupped, 
has no countermark while a second in attractive AVF has a deep 
incused “V” countermark. General Merchants D. Mahler and 
Leonard Walden each issued their own very similar piece with the 
“V” as part of the original design; these two are both very elusive, 
perhaps even rare, and easily VF- VF+ examples. The Mahler 
23mm brass is Rulau Crt -43 while the Walden 23.5 mm brass is 
Rulau Crt -49. Sixth and final is a near-mint-state 14mm CuNi 
for the Honduras Railroad issued around 1880 -1890 and appar- 
ently omitted by Rulau.

Rulau on page 259 inexplicably included little about the 
Department (one of 18 counties) of El Paraiso, and then botched 
his four descriptions within; such inexactness is below his typical 
standard. Rulau Elp -7 is as his description but with Arcadia 
Cobus (not Cobas as he shows, nor Cobos as on a following piece); 
this Un Real grades AVF. Our second piece is almost certainly 
his Elp -8; a 20.3 mm brass with the legends much like Elp -7 but 
with “Por Un Medio” on one side’s center and the correspond- 
ing equivalent valuation of “6 %4 Centavos” opposite. Based on 
Rulau’s footnote past Elp -10, its spelling of Cobas is correct as it 
is indicated. This piece is deeply struck and sharply detailed but 
its flan is etched from burial. Third is a noticeably smaller 18mm 
brass with Arcadia Cobos (sic says Rulau) and El Paraiso around 
13 stars surrounding one octagonal star; its backside shows % 
Real without any indicated conversion value for the Centavo 
system then used for the national coinage. Likely an earlier issue, 
catalogued by Eklund 974, it is in Fine+. Fourth item, unlisted 
by Rulau, seems to be the only such example traced by Dana. 
The 23 mm aluminum boldly shows it geographic origin as El 
Paraiso in C.A (Central America). Issued by M. Diaz & Co. with 
a circulating value of % Real; like the Eklund 974 piece in this lot, 
no conversion to its Centavo equivalent is indicated in its design. 
This piece clearly circulated but has definite luster remaining. 
Final two pieces are of the Zelaya I Diaz style shown by Rulau as 
from Danli and described as Elp -20 and Elp -21, dated 1877. The 
larger 24mm brass 25 Centavos in Fine+ remains in its origi- 
nal Norweb envelope while its smaller 21mm counterpart “10 
Centavos” has one surface mark but also luster and grades EF.

Four different 23mm brass % Real tokens from Roatan are 
offered. Formerly known as Ruatan, it is the largest of Honduras’ 
important “Bay Islands”. Controlled by pirates, including famed 
Buccaneer Henry Morgan, as well as Spanish and Black Carib 
Indians at times, British colonists finally took control in the 
1850’s after slavery was abolished in the area. In 1859 -1860 they 
involved William Walker in their attempt to avoid control by 
Honduras while establishing an independent English-speaking 
government in the Bay Islands. Since the British Royal Navy had 
other plans, primarily to build a canal across Nicaragua, they 
detained Walker and turned him over to the Honduras’ authori- 
ties who then executed him in September 1860. The island of 
Ruatan then coincidentally became prominent as a primary ship- 
ping zone for bananas and coconuts; that boom was mostly ended 
by a massive hurricane in 1877. During that era of English busi- 
nessmen dominating local commerce, two “Cooper” families with 
roots in Cork Ireland became prominent. The Warren family also 
gained status and often partnered with the Cooper family. A 1914 
US consular report shows numerous businesses of theirs. Rulau 
ILB -7 for Cooper and Warren in cleaned AVF has a countermark 
much like Rulau’s plate coin but it seems more likely a letter other 
than “A”, possibly a fancy “M”. D. Warren, representing only 
himself, issued Rulau ILB -12 which is offered in two renditions. 
The first has no countermark while the second has one identical 
to the preceding Cooper & Warren example. Quality is VF and 
VG+. Fourth is the scarce Rulau ILB -11 of Jose O. Valle in Fine+. 
Jose Cecilio de Valle was elected president of Guatemala in 1834 
but died that year; a university in Honduras is now named for 
him. Probably this token’s Jose is a son or grandson.

Guanaja and Utilla Bay Island Token Quartet, 

Four diverse and atypical issues were produced for the other two 
primary Bay Islands. Guanaja is the larger island a bit north and 
east of Ruatan. Off of its central southern coast is a tiny island of 
Bonacca, a cay which is densely populated and contains most of 
the population of Guanaja! Its clear warm waters support a barrier 
reef second only to Australia’s Great Barrier Reef. Rulau ILB -5 in 
VG is a 24mm aluminum as described by him. Whereas that piece 
indicated “12” of its unspecified units, our second piece in VG is a 
19mm aluminum which shows a value in trade of “6”. It was issued 
by Geo. F. Haylock & Sons of Bonacca of Rep. Honduras. C.A. 
Final Bonacca is a F- VF 23mm brass of Kirkconnel Bros. with 
value 1 Real, not the typical % Real; it is illustrated as Rulau Gre 
-5. Fourth piece is from Utilla, the third and smallest Bay Island, 
SW of the others. It is a “fetching” 19mm octagonal in brass for 
R. Woodville & Son. The father lived from 1843 until 1920 and 
married Fanny Warren whose family is of greater token fame on 
Ruatan. Rulau lists it as ILB -23 with a photo of one side and an 
erroneous description of the other. When Dana obtained this nice 
EF in 1978 it was the “discovery piece”; he distributed rubbings in 
1990 and always judged it very rare.

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Six Rare and Diverse Uniface Tokens, 

Possibly among the most elusive of all of Dana Robert’s Honduras 
tokens are those in this sextet. All are brass and all are uniface. 
Only one is shown by Rulau and it is not in his Honduras 
section. From Belfate, the first mainland port in Honduras to 
ship bananas to the USA, on the north coast near La Ceiba, is a 
23.5 mm brass for T. J. Beauchamp. Being obviously of the same 
style and characteristics as many of this wonderful collection, 
Rulau nonetheless inadvertently put it as his Mav -10 on page 441. 
Quality is Fine+ with field marks on backside. From Omoa Cortes 
near San Pedro Sula is a dark (possibly copper) VF 29mm with 
Plantacion Cuyamel and Vale Un Medio. Based on the history 
of that banana company and the much more modern style of the 
token, we suspect issuance around 1935. If so, whether it is half 
a lempira or real or centavo, or even some unit of banana chits, 
is unclear. The first of four “6 4” Centavos is a 28.2mm with 
incused lettering LIVINGSTON and J.C. Norich plus its valuation 
indication. Quality is EF and it seems to be the only one Dana 
traced. Final three are all 23mm brass with “Pagara El Portador 6 
Y% ¢”. The first from Rich y Cia in Fine+ is very scarce but previ- 
ously spotted. Final two, from Julio Molina in bold VF+, and from 
Juan T. Anderson and Cia. in AVF are otherwise unknown to us 
and unlisted by Rulau. Quite a special lot based on rarity.

Eight Diverse Atypical and Rare Tokens, 

Final group offered, after four auctions presenting over 100 dif- 
ferent tokens from a country whose national token production 
was always highly limited with most produced over a century 
ago, are eight special issues. Burchard Hond. Fruit Co. 20.5mm 
brass 6 % Centavos features a stalk of bananas which almost 
look to be a pineapple. Rulau Hon -6 illustrates this attractive 
design and values it at $300 in VF; this piece is lightly polished 
but better than Very Fine for wear. Dana conjected it might be 
from Puerto Burchard and wrote that it was likely scarcer than 
its counterpoint 12 % Centavos shown as Hon -5. Our research 
points to issuance slightly post 1891 by USA consular agent 
William Burchard who founded this fruit company near the 
mouth of the Sangrelaya River when it became obvious to him 
that excessive profits were being made. Olanchito 20.6 mm brass 
Medio Real or 6 4% Centavos dated 1910 is only scarce but nearly 
all seem in horrid condition as is this etched piece; Olanchito is 
a bit inland SE of La Ceiba. Third is 25.7 mm octagonal brass in 
EF+ with much luster valued at “Un Medio” by Geo. D. Emery 
of Honduras. This gentleman operated a prominent company in 
British Honduras lauded by the USA in 1906 which by 1901 was 
already competing with Pittsburgh - Honduras Company (see the 
Puerto Cortez lot above) cutting mahogany and cedar trees. From 
Yoro department is a shoe store token showing El Progresso, itself 
a “company town” well off the coast in NW Honduras. It was, and 
is, a crossroads for banana and other agricultural traffic. The 
style of this somewhat-etched copper (or oxidized brass) 27mm 
piece seems more modern than most of the Honduras series; with 
its value 10 ¢ we are guessing it might be from the early Lempira 
era of circa 1931. Fifth is a well circulated 24mm brass featuring a 
big USA-style eagle and Fidencio Farias; an identical piece is illus- 
trated on the Internet as TC- 63809. What is compelling about 
its design, and begs for attribution to Honduras, is the other-side 
showing both “Vale Medio Real” and 6 % CTS. The final three 
pieces are national coinage countermarked for private usage. 
Rulau Hon-7 is a CuNi % Real of 1869 with incused countermark 
“O” above “HPC”. Rulau Hon-23 is a related CuNi % Real 1869 
with incused countermark of an anchor dividing “T - M” anda 
second anchor standing alone on the other side. Final piece is a 
“provisional one peso” of 1862 shown by Rulau as Hon-29 with 
letters “S” and “V” incused near the pyramid. This VF+ piece has 
the S retrograde. Quite a remarkable ending to the presentation of 
this very special, and unprecedented, collection offering.

Four round 20 -22mm pieces struck in CuNi, with two being 
uniface, are all likely late 19th century products. David Plowman, 
whose very useful manuscript can be accessed for free online, 
under #225.05 shows the uniface El Pasaje “P” type with all 
incused features. Rulau illustrates it under his number Pma 
-7 and mentions some experts claim it to be from Venezuela. 
PT 320.05, Eklund 1063, Plumer p. 5 show the uniface Hotel 
Interoceanique of Colon issue; this is a very well conceived 
and executed design. PT 630.05, Eklund 1070, in the origi- 
nal envelope indicating its Brand and Norweb collection 
pedigree, is an S. Soracco of Colon example in very pleasant 
quality. Final is the Zubieta & Pasos type. All are VF-EF.

Darien Gold Mining Company octagonal 20 Cents from around 
1899 features a old miner, with picks and a shovel, moiling for 
gold in the hard ground; the piece has an unexplained “3” coun- 
termark neatly placed right below the “20”. Interested parties 
could review our commentary under lot 28245 in our April 2013 
CICF catalogue. Horqueta’ Segundo Diaz issues a brass 1 Lata 
shown as Rulau Chq -28; a canceled version, Rulau Chg -29 is 
also included. Plowman lists these as 210.100 and 210.101. Finca 
de Café Osorio issued a three piece set shown as Rulau Chg 30 
-32 -33 and Plowman 480. The full Lata and Half Lata are can- 
celed while the % Lata is not. S. Soracco of Colon and Zubieta 
& Pasos types of CuNi 5 Cents are the issues of PT 630.05 and 
700.05. The ninth and final piece shows “E. Panama 1924”. An 
aluminum 25 Centavos of 28mm and good design indicating 
Finca Santo Domingo is reportedly likely from further north in 
Central America. Quality is typical for such issues, attributions 
are likely but not guaranteed and thus Sold as is, NO Return.
